ji JAPAN SLEEPS A DAY. 


Jabor’s Holiday Is General and 
Business Cares Are For- 
gotten for the Oc- 
casion.

| FOKIO, Jan. 2.—New Year's day is rigidly 
igpserved in official Tohio. The streets were 
ied with siik hatted and frock coated men 
making their rounds of calls in carriages 
end jinrikishas, and the court circle gath- 
ered at the palace towards noon for con- 
gratulations and the formal luncheon which 
the emperor offers to the foreign minister 
and his higher officials. 

Like the least of his subjects, the sovereign 
had greeted the rising sun, and, after purifi- 
cation and giving thanks to the gods, bowed 
before the tablets of his ancestors. After 
that tribute to the dead followed the cere- 
monious day with the living, on the first day 
of this year of the Dragon, the thirty-seventh 
year of Meiji (enlightenment), as this period 
of the reign of the present emperor is known. 
Byery one in official circles called on every 
one else, and all wore smiling countenances, 
as befitted the day. 

_ Inthe treaty port the same scenes were re- 
peated. All the Japanese town was a mass 
of bamboo and pine decorations, with fes- 
toons of straw ropes trimming the streets 
for miles without break, flags flying by ten 
thousands, and kites sweeping the air. 
Troops of prosperous business men, in silk 
clothes and derby hats, made their rounds of 
calls, and others, in lugubrious foreign at- 
tire and silk hats, were’as punctilious. 

The streets were full of gayly dressed 
women and children, and games of battledore 
held all the highways. The shops, where 
roaring trade had been done until after the 
midnight stroke, were all boarded shut, and

All Japan is sleepy today, but before noon 
trade processions enlivened the streets. The 
beginning of business, the first orders of the 
year, were celebrated with pomp. A cart 
@rawn by two black oxen was followed by 
fifteen drays loaded with lily bulbs to be 
shipped for London. Those stately animals 
of classic ceremony, the black oxen, were 
blanketed in red, their horns wound with red 
ind white.cloths, and streamers of red floated 
«way from their heads. The horses were as 
gyly decked in red and patterned coats, 
gmamers of red, green, or yellow cloth flew

It Was a gayly dressed holiday crowd, girls 
and children taking part and standing 
around, while men and boys, in best holiday 
clothes, poked the dry earth with sticks. 

By noon the ground around al! the trees 
fad been loosened and stirred until it looked 
as if the whole area had been plowed. The 
Sardenere’ work of weeks was done for them 
Mordughiy, and all is ready for the first 
rains.

OFFICIAL REPORTS TO RUSSIA.

ST. PETERSBURG, Feb. 10, 6:30. m.—The 


following official bulletin has just been is- 
sued in the form of a telegram from Vice- 
roy Alexieff, dated Feb. 9, following the one 
announcing the torpedo attack of the pre- 
vious night: 

**I beg to report that at about 11 o’clock a

“The enemy was received with a cannon- 
ade from the shore batteries, and the guns 
of our squadron, which weighed anchor and

*“*At about midday the Japanese squadron 
ceased its fire and left, proceeding south. 

“*Qur losses in the fleet were two naval of- 
ficers wounded, nine men killed, and fifty-one 
men wounded. 

“On the shore batteries one man was 
killed and three were wounded. 

“The battleship Poltava and the cruisers 
Diana, Askold, and Novik were each damaged 
on the water line. 


* The forts were slightly damaged. 
“I most humbly report to your imperial 


majesty that the three injured vessels in the 
torpedo attack were not sunk, nor were their 


boilers or engines damaged. 


“ The Czarevitch received a hole in its steer- 
ing department and its rudder was damaged. 

“The Retvizan was damaged in its pump- 
ing apparatus under the water line. 

** The Pallada was injured amidships not far 
from the engines. ‘ After the explosions the 
cruisers hastened immedfately to their as- 
sistance, and in spite of the dark night, meas- 
ures were taken to bring the damaged vessels 
to the harbor. 

“ We have no loss in officers. Two marines 
were killed, five were drowned, and eight 
were wounded. The enemy’s torpedo boats 
received a heavy fire. Two unexploded tor- 
pedoes were found after the attack.

BULLETIN. 

TOKIO Feb, 9.—It is reported here that 
the Japanese fleet engagea and defeated two 
Russian warships (the American built 


Variag and the gunboat Korietz) at Chemul- | 


po today. 

It is said the engagement began at 11 a. m. 
and continued until 3 p. m. 

The smaller Russian vessel (the Korietz) 
is reported to have been sunk, and the larger 
one firedand hopelessly disabled. 

A part of the crew is reported to have es- 
caped to the shore and to have been cap- 
tured. 

The Japanese ships are reported to 
slightly damaged. 

Official confirmation of the report is unob- 
tainable.

CHEFOO, China, Feb. 9, 5:40 p. m., eastern 
time.—A naval battle between the Russian 
and Japanse fieets was fought off Port Ar- 
thur this (Tuesday) forenoon. 

The battle followed the midnight attack of 
four Japanese torpedo boats on the Russian 
warships lying in the roads outside the har- 


bor of Port Arthur. 


Three Warships on the Beach. _ 
As a result of this silent attack, two Rus- 


sian battleships, the Czarevitch and the

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Retvizan, and the cruiser Pallada were so 
badly damaged that they were beached by 
their own officers to prevent their sinking 
with all on board. As they now lie, they 
effectually block the entrance to the inner 
harbor at Port Arthur, thus shutting the 
Russian ships out of their own docks and 
coaling slips. 


The torpedo flotilla retired, leaving three 


of the great Russian warships staggering to 
the friendly refuge of the beach, while the 
uninjured battleships and cruisers drew in 
close to the mouth of the harbor, leaving a 
single cruiser on watch. 

Japanese Fleet Arrives. 

The Japanese fleet, which had cruised only 
a short distance away during the torpedo at- 
tack, came upat daylight. It was command- 
ed by Vice Admiral! Togo and consisted of two 
divisions. 

In the first division, under Vice Admiral 
Togo, were the first class battleship Mikosa 
(the flagship), the first class battleships Asa- 


hi, Fuji, and Shikishima, and the armored 


cruisers Iwate and Chitose. 

The second division, commanded by Rear 
Admiral Kamimura, consisted of the armored 
flagship Idzumo and the armored cruisers 


Yakumo, Asama, and other smalier vessels, | 


Then Comes the Battle. 
As the Japanese squadrons came up within 


three miles the battle commenced. The 
Japanese fired on the Russian ships and 
forts, which replied. Three Russian ships, 
the Poltava and two others unknown, and 
the cruiser Novik were struck by shells, but 
were only slightly damaged. The Russian 
fire fell short. 
Story of Eye Witness. . 

The Herald correspondent, who was on 
‘board the steamer Columbia, witnessed the 
torpedo attack and the battle which fol- 
lowed. The Columbia was lying at anchor 
in the roadstead at Port Arthur and was for 
a short time in the thick of the fight. The 
Herald correspondent gives the following 
description of the opening tragedy in the 
drama of war: 

“I was lying Monday night quarantined 
on the Indo-Chinese steamer Columbia be- 
tween the entrance of Port Arthur and the 
Russian fleet and close to the latter. 

“Only one of the Russian warships was 
using its searchlights, in a leisurely fashion, 


and only three of the torpedo boats were 


patrolling the outskirts of the fleet. It was 
clear and there was a light southerly breeze 
and a hazy horizon. Then deep silence set- 


tled down, 


_ First Muffied Explosion. 

“I was going to bed about 11:30 when I 
heard three distinct but muffied explosions 
one after another. Apparently they came 
from under the water, for the Columbia 
vibrated violently. 

“Instantly firing with the twelve pound- 
ers and three pounders began and the search- 
lights were placed, but without much method. 


* TI watched the operations, thinking they 


were only maneuvers, till midnight, when 
the firing had almost ceased, entirely ceas- 
ing at 3 in the morning. 

Russian Ships Aground. 

#* About 1 o’clock two battleships, probably 
the Retvizan and Czarevitch, and the large 
cruiser Pallada passed us, coming towards 
the harborentrance. The battleship then lay 


f 


across the narrows at the entrance, where 
both are now aground. They are helpless, 
close together, not, however, blocking the 
entrance except for ships of heavy @raft. The 
disabled battleships are inside forts Huna 
Ching Shan and Chi Kwan Shan. The cruiser 
is outside, but within range of the forts. 

“The Retvizan had been torpedoed forward 
and the Czarevitch aft. The cruiser is badly 
listed to port. It also was torpedoed. 


Russian Officers Excited. 


* At 2:40 some Russian naval officers came 


aboard the Columbia in a state of great ex-_ 
citement, saying the viceroy had ordered us’ 


not to attempt to leave. Their object, appar- 
ently, was to prevent us from giving any 
information to the Japanese concerning the 
extent of the damage. 

“Up to this time we thought the opera- 
tions were only maneuvers or a scare. But 
now we began to suspect something se- 
rious, especially when at daybreak we saw 
the strange, pathetic appearance of the two 
torpedoed bgtt!eships. We suspected a colli- 
sion, but soon learned these battleships and 
cruiser were certainly torpedoed. It seemed 
strange, for though the flashlights were 
whirling wildly and the lighthouse light was 
now exggnct, no firing took place. 


Mikado’s Fleet Outside. 


* After 3 o'clock the moon rose red, dis- 

closing the presence on the horizon of three 
two funnel cruisers, on whose masts we aft- 
terwards distinguished the flag of the rising 
sun—Japan'’s. They came boldly within long 
distance range and remained calmly watch- 
ing for two hours after daybreak. 
“A strange apathy seemed to possess the 
Russian crews of white faced, gaping men, 
who crowded on the forward decks of the 
damaged battleships. : 

“I saw through a glass the cook of the 
Peresviet calmly throwing out slops and the 
men'on the other vessels carefully washing 
the paeher chain while weighing anchor. 


Russians Give Chase. 


For a long time after the anchor was 
weighed no vessel showed a disposition to 


chase the Japanese or fire a single shot. 


Finally the Japanese left. This was at 8:20. 
They were pursued by the Russian fleet, 
which proceeded towards Dalny inshore of 
the Japanese. At 9:15 the Russians returned 
to their anchorage, no firing apparently hav- 
ing occurred. it 

“Everything passed off with less noise 
than an ordinary naval review. 


“The Japanese effected a complete sur- 


prise, owing to the bad lookout. 

‘The Russians had now outside of the har- 
bor five effective battleships, five effective 
cruisers, one volunteer cruiser, one gun. ves- 
sel, one training ship, and seventeen torpedo 
boats and destroyers. The latter were 
grouped near the entrance of the harbor. 


Second Battle Begins. 


“Tt was almost 11 o’clock when sixtecn 
Japanese ships, including five battleships, 
appeared along the horizon. They were In 


fine order. At 11:15 came the first flash 


from the Japanese vessel. This landed a 
twelve inch shell near the torpedo boats and 
disabled a battleship. The aim was splendid. 

‘* Owing to the confusion of the quarantine 
officials or perhaps because the Russians 
thought the Japanese would dislike to fire 


near the British flag, the Columbia had been 
left Tying close to the Russian fleet and in 
the line of fire, so that the Japanese shells 
aimed at the battleships. fell 
the steamer, several bursting near its stern 
and strewing the deck with splinters and 
water. 


Columbia Sails Away. 


_ “Capt. Anderson then got under way, al- 
though ordered by the Russians not to leave, 
and despite the protests of the Russian 
guards aboard, who were eventually con- 
veyed to Chefoo. gad 

“On one occasion, while the shells were 
bursting round about us, the captain called: 
* Boy, get me some cigarets.’’ 

‘*‘ Officers Wright and Nicholson, and Engi- 
neer Smith were coolness personified. 

“The vessel was brought out of its exces- 
sively dangerous position by running near 
shore and then making full speed for Chefoo. 
' “The Russian guards were praying fer- 
vently and the Chinese crew was frightened, 
but worked well. We feared the Russian bat- 
teries would sink us for disobeying orders or 
send a torpedo boat in pursuit. Th. captain 
had repeatedly signaled for permission to 
proceed, but his signals were not answered. 


Shells Burst on Fort. 


“The bombardment of the port lasted till 
11:45. the Japanese shooting with good aim. 
Two shelis burst on the summit of one fort 
and numbers on the face of the clifts and 
along the beach. All of them were heavy 
shells. Owing to the length of the range all 
the shells burst on contact with the water 
or land. Some threw out yellow smoke, but 
generally it was dense, black smoke, tem- 
porarily concealing the ships struck, 

“The rate of fire on both sides was slow, 
many Russian shells falling short. The 
Sebastopol or a sister ship was hit by a neavy 
shell near the base of its forward funnel.

CZAR’S CALL TO PRAYER. 


Great Britain Accused of Violat- 
ing the Neutrality Law 
at the Opening of 
the Conflict.

ST. PETERSBURG, Feb. 9.—St. Peters 
burg tonight is aflame with the excitement 
of war. Vast crowds of cheering people fill 
the streets, while the vast plaza in front. 
of the winter palace has for hours surged 


with excited throngs, shouting and cheering 


for Russia and the czar. 
In the crowds are soldiers, students, court 
pages, laborers, Jews, Moujiks, merchants, 


‘and a few society folk. The vast concourse 


watched keenly for an hour and a half the 
brilliantly lighted windows of the imperial 
residence where the emperor had called his 
highest officials and members of his court 
to pray for the success of Russian arms ia 
the war which is thus considered declared. 


Impressive Religious Rite. 

There was an unprecedented scene‘at the 
religious service held in the winter palace 
at 4 o’clock this afternoon. At the com- 
mand of the czar a great concourse of 
ministers, court officials, high state func- 
tionaries, women of rank, and milli 
tary men assembled in St. George's hall 
all the men arrayed in full uniform, 
After some delay, which became almost op- 
pressive because’of the feeling of solemnity 
plainly apparent, the doors of the imperial 
apartments were opened and the caar en- 
tered, wearing the uniform of the First 
guard regiment of Russia, with the dowager 


costume of pearl gray and no jewels. The 
young czarina, wearing her favorite white 
and silver, followed, escorted by the Grand 
Duke Michael, the heir presumptive. The 
entire imperial family followed in order of 
precedence. 
Approaching a group of naval and mili- 
tary officers, his majesty turned gravely 
and greeted them with the customary Rus- 
sian phrase: 

“I wish you good health, gentlemen,” 

The officers responded with a loud acclaim, 
shouting vigorous hurrahs. 


Czar Prays for Army. 

The scene became one of wild enthusiasm. 
amidst which the imperial procession moved 
forwara, entered the chapel, advanced tothe 
altar, and stood with bowed heads while the 
choir and clergy intoned an impressive in- 
tercessory service of the Greek church. An 
intensely religious spirit pervaded the entire 
assemblage, which crowded the little palace 
chapel to its utmost capacity. During the 
recital of the litany many knelt and even 
bowed their heads to the chapel floor. 

The court chaplain, attended by the dea- 
con, reverently approached the czar and 
sprinkled him with holy water from the 
chalice, and presented a crucifix,- which the 
czar kissed fervently. 

At the conclusion of the service the im- 
perial party slowly retired. As they re@n- 
tered the palace another scene of enthusiasm 
greeted them. The czar made no address. 
Darkness had fallen before the service was 
finished. 

This ceremony was additionally notable 
from the fact that it took the place of the 
grand imperial ball which was to have been 
held tonight. 

Growing Anger with England. 

The resentment egainst Great Britain is 
rising. It is assumed that Great Britain hae 
ceded the port of Wel Hai Wei, opposite 
Port Arthur, to the Japanese, and the Brit- 
ish government openly is accused of a 
breach of neutrality. The Novoe Vremya

HAY PEAGE PLAN LIKED, 


PROPOSAL TO SET LIMIT TO WAR 


Is APPROVED. 


Powers of the World Unite in Declar- 


fing Neutrality and Upholding Idea 
of Putting Check on Belligerents — 
China to Be Saved and Likewise Re- 
etrained in Case She Shows Fight— 
Trouble Will Be Localized—Dowa- 
ger Empress Given Assurances, 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 9.—[Special.J— 
Japan's suddenly demonstrated naval su- 
periority is hardly less surprising than the 
suddenness and completeness with which the 
United States has taken the lead in the set- 
tlement of the grave international problems 
brought on by the war. ; 
The position of the great American republic 
as a world power is more firmly established 
today than ever before, and the remarkable 
thing is that the United States has been in 
a position to take the initiative among the 
neutral powers in limiting the evil effects 
of the war as far as it can be done. 
As was explained last night, Secretary Hay, 
with the hearty concurrence of President 
Roosevelt, asked the neutral powers to join 
with the United States as insurers of com- 
plete integrity of the traditional Chinese em- 
pire. 
Sets Limit to Hostile pee 
This has been followed by still another 
initiative in which the United States asks 
the neutral powers to join with it to secure 
an agreement from both belligerents limiting 
the area of hostilities. That is to say, the 
United States will join with other neutral 
nations in asking Russia and Japan to 
“localize the hostilities,"’ to use a phrase 
coined by Mr. Hay for this occasion. 


What the Powers Will Do. | 
Informal assurances have been received 
— most of the great powers which indi- 
cate 
First of all, that they will themselves 
maintain strict neutrality. | 
Secondly, that they are in favor of restrict- 
ing the area of hostilities to the territory 
naturally covered by the opposing armies. 
Thirdly, that they will assist the United 
States not only in preserving the integrity 
of China from the incautilous encroachments 
of either combatants but in upholding the 
authority of the dowager empress. 


New Idea in Diplomacy. 
In addition to this, it will be insisted upon 
that China aiso shali remain neutrai. 

The ‘idea of localizing hostilities was 
broached by Mr. Hay to the other nations 
Some time ago. It is admitted a new thing 
in diplomacy. It is merely, however, a 
recognition of the rights of other nations 
to prevent the spread of hostilities into 
neutral territory. If the great powers unite 
in upholding the. integrity and neutrality 
of China, it naturally foliows that they will 
be obliged to keep the Russians and Japanese 
alike off Chinese territory. Mr. Hay’s orig- 
inal idea seems to have met great favor 
abroad, 

It is admitted hostilities must necessarily

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NEWS.OF FIGHT 
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BALTIMORE ABLE 
TO ARISE ALONE. 


Stricken City Bravely Takes 
Up Work of. Rebuild- 
ing Its Ruins. 


VAULTS FOUND UNHURT. 


‘Military Guard Established and 
Plans for Beginning Over 
Are Being Made. 


/ Raltimore, Md., Feb. 9.—Amid ruins still 


¥ thot and smoking, Baltimore has begun its 


resurrection. With the dawn of a clear win- 
ter day, whose brightness was in itself an 
inspiration, the apathy of yesterday gave 
way to ehergy, and frem the governor of the 
State to the least private citizen the people 
of this distressed city aroused themselves 
to meet the appalling conditions that con- 
front them. 

It was a day of conferences., The governor, 
the mayor, and municipal officials met and 
thrashed out the problems that are theirs 
by virtue of public office. From this con- 
ference came a decision that Baltimore for 
the present needs no outside help, but will 
endeavor with her own resources and those 
of the state to meet the emergency. At this 
conference also was developed the machinery 
for an advisory legislative commission to act 
‘tm conjunction with the legislature. 


Military Problem Solved. 

The military officials had. unusual! problems 
to decide and solved them in a military man- 
ner, for tonight every pass that has been is- 
sued giving entrance to the fire lines was re- 
yoked. No civilian may pass the cordon of 
citizen soldiers which, after forty-eight hours 
of continuous duty, tonight stretches around 
the. fire swept desert, where lay safes and 
Vaults containing untold treasure. 

With equal promptness the chamber of 
commerce held a general meeting and issued 
@ formal announcement that reflected the 
Prevailing hopefulness, declaring there are 
Siready such evidences of recuperation that 
mij are encouraged in the hope of the early 
restoration of every branch of trade.”’ 

* The stock exchange members met and de- 
cided to rebuild as soon as possible. The 
Same story can be told of practically every 
eommercial body, while on every hand is 
evidence of private effort toward rehabilita- 


tion. 
Loss About $125,000,000. 

As yet no figures on loss andinsurance that’ 
can be regarded as officialare obtainable. A 
careful canvass of insurance experts, build- 
ers, and business men, placed the loss in 
round figures at $125,000,000 and the insur- 
ance at from $80,000,000 to $90,000,000. It is 
probable that these estimates will stand with 
Slight change when the final figures are 
written. 

In declining aid proffered the city officials 
have taken pains to define their position. 
The blow that has befallen Baltimore has 
a@roused an intense civic pride in an effort 
to fight out its salvation, but, as Mayor Mc- 
iane expressed it, ‘‘ The city will not hesi- 
fate three minutes to ask assistance if it be- 
comes necessary.”’

The loss of 140 acres of business buildings, 
representing property to the approximate 
value of $125,000,000, was marked by few 
calamities, and the brighter side that is com- 
ing uppermost is a realization that a provi- 
dential shift of wind Sunday night saved 

thousands who tonight sleep safely in their 
homes. 
Vaults Found Undamaged. 

A great cloud was lifted this afternoon 
when it was discovered that practically all 
of the vaults and strong rooms and safes 
of the financial concerns whose buildings 
were destroyed are unhurt. A tremendous 
loss in securities had been anticipated here, 
and when vault after vault yielded up its 
treasures unharmed the joy of the guardians 
was boundless. 

From one trust company’s safes alone pa- 
pers to the amount of more than $200,000,000 
were recovered. The news cheered the whole 
city and encouraged immediate and thor- 
ough investigation. Merchants and their 
assistants, smoke soiled and begrimed, and 
hollow eyed trom anxiety and loss of sleep, 
worked like laborers in the smoking ruins 
10 uncover their safes, and in nearly every 
Instance they were rewarded by intact con- 
tents. 

Another surprise was the discovery that 
two financial concerns whose homes were 
directly in the path of the flames were prac- 
tically unharmed. These were the Mercan- 
tile Trust company and Brown Brothers’ 
Dank. The escape of these buildings is their 
lack of height. They do not exceed four 
Stories, and as they were surrounded by lofty 
structures the flames swept over them. 


Spectators Flock to See. 

Outside the fire area this afternoon and 
Ponight the streets were filled with tramping 
®housands. Multitudes of people. residents 
$6 well as the out of town folks who are 
Socking to the city on every train, spent the 
@ariy hours of the night in the section just 
Pack from the fire lines, gazing at the 
wrecked bulldings. 

One of the most remarkable freaks of the 
Mire was the escape of the big government 
Duildings.

In the safes and vau!ts buried under the 
ruins are hundreds of millions of doflars 
worth of securities, negotiable paper, and 
cash, which the authorities feel they cannot 
leave exposed to even those who were 
granted passes. 

So rigidly was the “no pass”’ 
forced that a physician who hastwo patients 
just within the roped off section on the east- 
ern side of the fire area was refused a pass, 
but was accompanied by an officer to the 
homes of the sick persons. 


Work of Clearing Begins. 

The ruins of the fire territory having 
cooled sufficiently to permit the handling of 
débris, the work of clearing some portions 
of the burned district began today. Hun- 
dreds of laborers engaged by the department 
of street cleaning were put to work at the 
western end of the ruins clearing the street. 
The task before them is a difficult one, and 
the work of removing the great mass will 
necessarily be slow. Many weeks will elapse 
before all the streets within the fire terri- 
tory will be open to traffic. 

Besides the work of the street cleaners 
there was much activity shown in other 
directions. Here and there were small 
groups of anxious citizens watching safe 
experts opening vaults. At other places 
bank officials stood near firemen while the 
latter poured water on hotsafes to cool them 
off sufficiently to be opened. All the experts 
in the field reported this evening that with 
few exceptions vaults and safes stood the 
fire test. There were some scorched papers 
and beoks found, but they were.not dam- 
aged enough to make them worthless. 

there are still scores of small fires burn- 
ing and many great heaps of smoldering 
ruins that are sending up clouds of smoke. 
No effort has been made to extinguish these 
as they can do no further damage. 

The Consolidated Gas company has suf- 
fered severely from the enormous waste of 
gas from broken pipes, and this afternoon 4 
furce was sent out to turn off the gas from 
all pipes that have not been damaged. 

There has also been a great waste of water 
from broken pipes and gangs of men from 
the water bureau were engaged in turning 
eff the stop cocks on the water mains.

BLAZE IN ICE PLANT GIVES

People’s Pure Ice Company Buildings in

The fire department was given a hard 
fight last night when fire started in the 
storage house of the People’s Pure Ice com- 
pany, 20 to 24 Clybourn place. The blaze 
spread raidly, and, fearing that the high 
wind would carry the flames to adjoining 
‘buildings, a special call for engines was 
sent in. The fire was confined to the one 
building, which was practically destroyed. 
The loss was put at $15,000. 

The storage building was of wood covered 
with corrugated iron, inside of which saw- 
dust was packed. The flames, starting at 
the rear of‘the building, attacked this fill- 
ing and crept around the walls to the north 
and east and spread to the roof. | 

The flames spread rapidly and a second 
and third call for engines were sent in, and 
Chief Musham took charge of the fire fight- 
ers.

A new man is to guide the stormy career of 
the Freiberg dance hall at 182 Twenty-sec- 
ond street. Sol Friedman has accepted the 
post of manager to succeed ‘Ike’ Bloom, 
and will attempt to face the wrath of the 
vigilance organization of Michigan avenue 
residents which is making war on the place. 
Friedman is said to be eminently fitted to step 
into the shoes vacated by Bloom after his 
arrest. The transfer of the license from 
Bloom to Frederick Freiberg on Monday will 
make no change, it is said, in the character 
of the place. 3 


Lieutenant of John Coughlin. 


Friedman is known as a lieutenant of Ald. 
John Coughlin. Through the influence of 
‘* Bath House John,” it is said, Friedman 
was working as an attaché of the Harrison 
street police court until called upon by his 
sponsor to take charge of the dance hall. 

Sol Friedman’s brother “Joe” is ena- 
bled to aid him in his new position as a 
levee resort manager. ‘Joe’? Friedman 
conducts a resort known as the “ Snug at 
2222 Wabash avenue, around the corner from 
the Freiberg hall. At ‘‘ Joe’s’”’ place women 
congregate and drink with men. Then gay 
parties of the revelers go to the dance hall. 


Three Owners and Operators. 

Three men are given authoritatively as the 
owners and operators of the Freiberg place 
by those who are familiar with its inside 
history. At the head and recognized as the 
power which makes it possible to conduct 
the place in defiance of city ordinances is 
Ald. John Coughlin. 

Frederick Freiberg is another of the three. 
The Freiberg family, of which he is a mem- 
ber, owns the property, and Freiberg was the 
lender of the orchestra during the entire 
time that “‘Ike’’ Bloom was manager. 
Freiberg seems to have desired to keep his 
nume from association with the place as 
much as possible until Bloom was driven out. 
Then he came into the open and consented 
to take the license in his own name. The 
third partner is a prominent politician who 
has succeeded in keeping knowledge of his 
interest in the place from the public. 

Bloom is said¢to. have been the original 
promoter of the dance hall in its present 
character. He is reported to have interested 
Ald. Coughlin and Freiberg in the project. 
His ability to carry out such a project was 
credited to Ald. Coughlin. Not much ready 
money was needed, it is said, as the magic 
nume of the alderman obtained immediate 
credit for the purchase of goods, and the 
best of police protection. Bloom made 
rioney for the owners out of the place fromm 
-the start, it is said. 

When Bloom's name became the synonym 
for all that was objectionable to the Michigan 
avenue committee, Ald. Coughlin decided, 
it is said, to make a change. 


Bad Reputation for Years. 

For some time before Bloom started his 
resort, Freiberg’s hall, it is said, had not 
been a success financially. Even when the 
Freibergs stood sponsor for the place, it | 
is reported that it did not have the best 
reputation. One murder was charged to it 
some years ago. After a night of carousal 
at “‘Lame Johhnie’s”’ ball a crowd of the 
dancers went out on Twenty-second street 
in. an ugly mood. During a disturbance 
started by them Detective Arado was shot 
dead in Twenty-second street, near Wa- 
bash avenue. 

For a time after that the hall was watched 
by the police for the puropse of keepity 
order, ‘but this did not last long.

FIVE SCALPS FOR YATES, 


GOVERNOR COMES TO TOWN WITH 
HIS WAR PAINT ON. 


Declares Harry B. Ward Betrayed Him 
and Removes the State Officehold- 
ers from Perry County—Says Also 
He Will Fight the “Check Book” 
Campaign—Warns All Appointees 
They Must Work for Him or Out 


After “ firing ’’ five state officeholders anda 
Ceclaring that he proposed to begin ‘‘ war 
on the check book campaign,’ Gov. Yates 
Started out yesterday to conduct his cam- 
paign on new lines. 

Word has gone forth that the “ bitter 
fighting ’’ was to be stopped. But when the 
governor arrived in Chicago he had his war 
paint on. On the way from Springfield he 
had been brooding over the deception Harry 
B. Ward of DuQuoin played upon him and 
also the fact,that some of the job holders 
were not loyal to their governor. : 

At republican state headquarters Mr. 
Yates said that Ward had assured him the 
Perry county delegation -would be for the 
governor, who was estounded when told 
that the delegates had been instructed for 
Frank O. Lowden. ‘** Ward grossly deceived 
me, and deliberately Med to me,’ exclaimed 
the governor, ‘‘and the only thing for me 
to do is to ‘ fire’ every man on the pay roll 
whose appointment was secured hy him.,”’ 


Five Ward Men Discharged. 

As a result Charles Smith, assistant secre- 
tary of the railroad and warehpuse commis- 
sion, salary $1,800 a year; R. C. Reagin, dep- 
uty grain inspector, salary $1,350; Corridon 
Melivain and Jeffersorm King, guards at Ches- 
ter penitentiary, salary $600 each and board; 
and Frank Horn, trustee on the state board 
of education, were summarily discharged. 
They were appointed from Perry county and 
at Mr. Ward’s request. 3 

The governor has fully made up his mind, 
so he announced, to replace every disloyal 
appointee with a friend who will work hard 
for his renomination. ‘‘ Furthermore,” he 
continued, ‘‘I propose to start open warfare 
on the check book campaign, and the em- 
ployés in every county must get out and do 
business for Yates. In every instance where 
they fail I shall cut them off and put men in 
their places who will work for my success.,’’ 


“Check Book” vs. “Slush Fund.”’ 


The governor's reference to thé use of 
check books aroused ail sorts of indigna- 
tion among the politicians and several of 
them suggested that he ought to stop using 
the “‘slush fund” and shut off the 5 per 
cent assessment campaign. 

Evidently the, Yates-Lowden fight has not 
been brought down to the friendly contest 
class. The governor intimated that his 
threat of wholesale “ firing ’’ would include 
the Cook county contingent. Hints were 
thrown out at headquarters that Joseph PE: 
Bidwill, chief grain inspector;. William 
Cooke, superintendent of the west park sys- 
tem; and other Lorimer lieutenants, would 
have to “‘get busy’’ in the governor's in- 
terest or give up their jobs. 


TOM CAREY OUT FOR HEARST. 


Stockyards Leader Announces His 
Stand and City Hall May Bring Out 
a Rival for Alderman. 


Big Chief Thomas Carey favors the candi- 
dacy of William Randolph Hearst. 

On his return home to Chicago yesterday 

r. Carey settied the disputed question as to 

rhere he stood by stating that he was for 
Hearst, and would try hard to secure him the 
delegates of the Third congressional! district. 

*“/Where do you stand with reference to the 
cahdidacy of.-Mayor Harrison for national 
committeeman?’’ he was asked. “I favor 
Mr. Harrison for national committeeman if 
he wants it,’’ was the reply. “I am with 
Mayor Harrison for anything he wants. He 
is not a candidate for president, and every- 
body know§ that the candidacy of Congress- 
man Williams is not seriously thought of by 
the rank and file. Mr. Hearst Is the only 
avowed candidate I have heard of.”’ 

Mayor Harrison said he was not surprised 
at Carey's stand, but that Carey would have 
great difficulty in carrying his district against 
the efforts of the Harrison machine which is 
being operated there by John Fitzgerald, 
Peter Taylor, Patrick Murray, James Mad- 
digan, M. B. Keating, Edward Cummings, 
and Michael J. Doherty.

The mortality is not known, but experts 
fizure that Col. Lowden had the best of it, 
and that he had not wasted so much am- 
munition.

Even the 
boiling of the political pot was not enough 
to temper the weather, and several booms 
are reported severely frost bitten. 

There was a reception committee of one 
man and one boy ready to receive Mr. Deneen 
in Mount Carroll this afternoon when a slow 
freight pulled in from Savanna, but the 
state’s attorney was notaboard. The freight 
had been held an hour and a half at Savan- 
ra, but Mr. Deneen still continued to ad- 
dress the intelligent voter of that township 
and the freight had to pull out without him. 
The reception committee, therefore, was dis- 
appointed and had to walk back a mile over 
a cold country road which separates Mount 
Carroll from the railroad station and tele- 
graph office. Mr. Deneen himself came 
across the country in a cutter, which, while 
it may have been as fast as the freight, was 
several degrees colder. 


Speech Better than Dog Fight. 


This county is said to be the only one in 
which men would not leave a political speech 
to see a dog fight. They go to political meet- 
ings because it is bread and meat for them. 

Mr. Deneen has to combat the idea that 
he is in Carroll county to help out Yates. 
And the Yates men will have notbing else 
than that. They declare Deneen is working 
for the Yates interests and is endeavoring 
to carry the county. for him. 

While Mr Deneen was speaking at Savan- 
na, Gov. Yates was at Lanark. Tonight the 
governor went to Savanna for a night meet- 
ing, and Col.. Lowden, who is working the 
cross roads and country stores, spoke at 
Chadwick. 


* Governor Bows to Multitude. 


The governor made a gallant and noble 
onslaught on Lanark this afternoon. He 
spoke for two hours in one of the churches 
and took part in a parade which passed 
through the two principal squares of the 
town. There was a band of twenty-five 
pieces. Then came the governor, bowing 
to the multitude, followed by twelve dis- 
tinguished citizens with long white beards. 
It was an inspiring spectacle. 

Gov. Yates made the hit of his life among 
the girls and young women of the town. 
There was a perceptible lack of men at the 
functions, but the women were out in force. 
‘The governor's progress may not have been 
a triumph of politics, but it was one of gal- 
lantry. Two hundred women and three men 
saw him speak his way into Lanark and 
Savanna. He shook hands with all the wom- 
en once and with most of them four times, 

Governor Is a ‘‘Dear.”’ 

The women admit that the governor is a 
dear. That is just what he is endeavoring to 
disprove, that he is a dear governor. In hijs 
address to the voters he is declaring that 
the state tax levy of 52 cents was spread 
without his approval or consent. He declares 
State Treasurer Busse the enemy accounta- 
ble for the rate, and says he wanted a rate 
of 45 cents, which would have been gufficient 
to have produced enough revenue for the 
state. 

Mystery surrounds the movements of Col. 
Lowden during the day. He has cut loose 
from his base of supplies and is executing a 
flying trip. 


YATES ASKS FOR HOME SUPPORT 


Morgan County Flooded with Circulars 
Mailed in Official Envelopes Like 
Those the State Pays For. 


Jacksonville, Ill., Feb. 9.—[Special.]—Gov. 
Yates is flooding Morgan county with circu- 
lar letters, containing an appeal to republi- 
can voters to stand by him. The circulars 
are contained in envelopes bearing the im- 
press, ‘*‘ State of Illinois, Executive Office, 
Springfield,”” and apparently are no differ- 
ent from the ones bought and paid for with 
state money. In his appeal to the voters the 
governor says Morgan county. stood by him 
four years ago. He says for four years he 
has fought extravagance and corruption, has 
enforced economy, efficiency, and humanity, 
and resisted lynch law and mob rule. 

He says that having done all these things 
an attempt is now being made “ with gr@at 
cunning and unlimited expense to destroy me 
by taking away from me the county of my 
birth.”’

HANNA STILL IMPROVING. 


FAMILY AND DOCTORS ENCOUR- 
AGED OVER CONDITION. 


Is Able to Take More Nourishment and 
Temperature Is Staying Down to 
Safe Point—Brother Discusses Case 
and Expresses Great Confidence in 


the Outcome—Says Senator's Pluck | 


Will Have Much to Do with His’ 
Final Recovery. 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 9.—[Special.]— 
Senator Hanna's condition is such as to give 
much encouragement to his family and phy- 
sicians. He rested well last night and to- 
day, and, while his temperature was much 
above the normal at 8 o'clock tonight, it 
was lower than during the afternoon. The 
senator has been able to take more nourish- 
ment today than at any time since he be- 
came ill. In addition to the milk which was 
given him, he had the white of an egg. He 
retained practically all the nourishment, and 
is apparently assimilating it. His stomach 
is behaving well now, and this, together 
with the fact that there are no signs of 
‘complications, leads the physicians to be- 
lieve the senator is more than holding his 
own. The use of bromides has been discon- 
tinued because it was found they are npt 
necessary now, and Senator Hanna is rest- 
ing better without them. The nurses give 
the senator a sponge bath every day, and 
this has a tendency to reduce the fever. 


Night Bulletin Encouraging. 


Tonight the following bulletin was given 
out: 

‘At 8 p. m. Senator Hanna was resting 
quietly. His temperature was 10246; pulse, 
94 and regular; respiration, 24. There are no 
complications, and his general condition re- 
mains good. Drs. RixEY AND CARTER.” 

H. M. Hanna, brother of the senator, who 
is with the patient much of the time, in dis- 
cussing the senator’s illness, said: ‘‘ We 
have the record of eleven days’ illness, and 
under ordinary circumstances it will be ten 
days before the crisis is reached. I do not 
believe it will be that long, however, because 
Senator Hanna was ill of typhoid fever be- 
fore the physicians began’ making a record 
of his temperature and general condition. I 
believe the crisis: will be reached within a 
week. There is nothing whatever in the way 
of complications calculated to cause alarm. 
There is absolutely no truth in the reports 
that Senator Hanna has Bright's disease 
All of his organs are healthy and are per- 
forming their functions naturally. 

“IT should say the senator is stronger to- 
day than he was yesterday, and certainly 
has lots of pluck, which will go a long way 
towards pulling him through. It has not 
been necessary to give anything to stimu- 
late the senator, because he has taken all 
the nourishment necessary and has retained 
it. and I believe is gaining strength. 

“T had a ten minutes conversation with 
him this morning, and his mind is clear. 
His voice is stronger than it has been since 
my arrival, and this is one reason why I say 
he is gaining strength. When he was first 
taken ill he was not disposed to obey the 
orders ef-his physicians, but after straight-- 
ening out some business matters and getting 
them off his mind, he became reconciled to 
his condition and is now obedient. 

“It is perfectly natural, however, for a 
person ill with typhoid fever to complain and 
grumble*a great deal. The senator does not 
do this,except when being bathed, and then 
complains a little. He is rational nearly 
all the time. His mind is clear except 
when he is about half asleep. He is nervous, 
but this: is perfectly natural for persons 
suffering as he is, but he is not so nervous as 
ne was several days ago. 


Does Not Look Seriously Il. 

“Although Senator Hanna has been Ill 
nearly a month his face does not present 
the pinched appearance characteristic of 
typhoid fever patients. Of course he does 
not look as well as he did two months ago. 
I do not believe the temperature will go any 
higher, because considering his condition 
and age it. is not likely to reach a higher 
point. It is quite common for the tempera- 
ture in children suffering with typhoid to 
rise as high as 106 or 107, but in adults this 
is not true. The only impatience shown by 
the senator is when he desires to leave his 


bed and resume work.”’

FILIPINO TROOPS AT VIGAN DE- 
SERT AND START UPRISING. 


Seventeen Members of the Constabu- 
lary Renounce Their Allegiance,

MANILA, Feb. 9.—The constabulary at 
Vigan, one of the leading busingss centers of 
Luzon, a heading a native insurrection 
against American rule. Two American 
priests, Father McClosky and Father Kirk, 
have been fired upon, but no casualties are 
reported. 

Ricarte, oneéof the former Filipino leaders, 
is believed to be at the head of the move- 
ment. 

The telegraph wires have been cut, but be- 
fore communication was broken news came 
that seventeen members of the constabulary 
deserted,‘ taking with them fifty rifles, 5,000 
rounds of ammunition, and $700 obtained by 
looting the commissary department. 

The number of fugitives has since been aug- 
mented by a party of eighty escaping from 
the same quarter. 

Gov. Wright promptly requested military 
assistance, and Col. Thomas immediately 
dispatched a squadron of cavalry scouts In 
pursuit. Col. Scott will follow with a body 
of constabulary. 


DOMINICAN GUNBOAT IS BUSY. 


Pursues Steamer New York with Am- 
munition for Jiminez and Precipi- 
tates a Fight. 


MONTE CHRISTI, San Domingo, Feb. 6.— 
TDelayed.J—The Clyde line steamer New 
York, from New York Jan. 30, arrived here 
this morning, followed by the Dominican 
gunboat Presidente. Lighters were sent 
alongside the New York to bring ashore some 
ammunition, which formed part of the cargo. 

When the lighters had nearly reached the 
steamer the gunboat fired on them, and the 
revolutionists on shore replied with cannon 
and Mausers. The New York, being in dan- 
ger, thereupon left Monte Christi for Porto 
Plata. The firing continued for half an hour, 
after which the gunboat sailed for Porto 
Plata. 

The gunboat was hit twice by round shot 
and apparently by hundreds of bullets. as 
the ship stopped and lowered boats, evidently 
to plug the holes made in the hull. The fail- 
ure to land the ammunition is a serious 
blow to Gen. Jiminez, for whom it was in- 
tended, and may cause him to lose the ground 
he had already gained. 

An attack on Santiago de los Caballeros 
has been fixed for Sunday. 

The German steamer Altenburg was here 
on Monday. The revolutionists did not per- 
mit it to discharge its cargo at this port. 


ECUADOR AIDING COLOMBIA. 


Coal Furnished for Gunboat Bogota, 
Which Panama Would Like 
to Take.

Panama, Feb. 9.—The government of Ecusa- 

dor is known to have furnished coal for the 
use of the Colombian gunboat Bogota.

Vobarrio, said: “I know of the purchase of 
coal and wish I knew where the Bogota is, 
and I.would send the Padilla to take it, and 
that would precipitate matters. I have the 
breeches of two of the largest guns of the 
Bogota, and Colombia has not asked me to 
surrender them.”’ 

Eighty-two Panama soldiers left here to- 
day for Yavizo to increase the force of scouts 
on the frontier. There is a report of serious 
disturbances at San Salvador where a plot 
was discovered to dynamite the barracks at 
Santa Ana. The chief conspirator escaped, 
and $25,000 is offered for his head. Two lw- 
yers of prominence were hanged by the

‘Ihese 
house cleanings are the plague themselves.”’

The lily bulbs that paraded the streets 
among the first orders of the year are an 
important article of export from Japan. A 
foreign and a Japanese firm. of nursery men 
in Yokohama each export more than 50,000 
bulbs to America each year, as many more 
to England, and a third great lot to the 
continent. The wild lilies of the hills and 
moors are cultivated in fields like any other 
crop by the farmers, who harvest the bulbs 
and bring them in for sale, and each florist 
has great lily flelds of his own. 

Each bulb is coated with aninch thick case 
of common mud, and trays of these mud 
balls are dried in the sun and afterwards 
boxed for export. Iris bulbs go in the same 
way, and a great cove has been cut in one 
suburban hillside to provide the earth for 
coating the bulbs for export. The men tread 
the mud to a thick paste, and a woman takes 
a lump of mud, pats it with one paim, lays 
the bulb on it, and, with deft whirls and 
pats, coats or infolds it as the cook in- 
cases the apple in a dumpling. | 

Although these bulbs arrive in boxes by 
thousands each autumn via Suez the New 
york custom house was once so vigilant with 
a box of mixed lily and iris bulbs that I sent 
a frierid that the mud shell was cracked off 
each bulb and half the bulbs broken vio- 
lently in two. That examiner knew a little 
about bulbs when he had broken them all 
open, but probably never saw a bulb again, 
and other examiners are pursuing their edu- 
cation by object lessons at private shippers’ 
expense. 

* 

Besides Nly bulbs, dwarf pine, cedar, and 
maple trees go to America by the 3,000 each 
autumn, and are disposed of at exhibition 
sales in New York like pictures and works of 
art. The beautiful little dwarf plum trees 
and @warf cherry trees are not admitted at 
any port now, for fear of their bringing the 
San José scale to a country whose orchards 
are infected with it from ocean to ocean. 

The investigations of an expert sent out by 
the agricultural department a few years since 
determined the sad fact that the San José 
scale was sent from Chefoo, China, by the 
good missionary, Dr. Nevins, who so success- 
fully introduced American fruits to China, 
and afforded his Chefoo parishioners chances 
to earn much by the superior fruit they were 
ble to raise there. . 

* Dr. Nevins sent many plants, shrubs, and 
trees to Mr. James Lick in California, who 
did much for Dr. Nevins’ work in China. 
The Lick place at San José had the most 
wonderful splay of Chinese flowers and 
fruits, and the queer, white, fungus like 
scale bug first appeared on his orange trees, 
afterwards to spread over the whole Pacific 
co2zst, ruin hundreds of erchards, and cost 
orange growers many thousands annually in

Alleged Slayer of Miss Schafer 


Is James McDonald, 
‘Coal Teamster, 


CAPTURE STIRS THE CITY. 


Prisoner Will Be Taken to Jef- 


‘fersonville for Safe 
Keeping.

Bedford, Ind., Feb. 9.—[Special.]—On a 
warrant charging him with the murder of 
Miss Sarah Schafer, the Bedford high schoo! 
teacher, James McDonald, a coal“teamster 
in} the employ of the Monon railroad, was 
arrested tonight in his home in the north- 


‘east part of town and hurried by Pinkerton 


detectives to the office of Simpson B. Lowe, 
chairman of the city’s investigation commit- 
tee, where he was held under guard. 
Shortly after the arrest, Detective Reed, 
in charge of the Pinkertons at work on the 
case, announced that the prisoner would be 


held in Lowe's office until 4:30 o’clock in the 
morning, when he would be taken to Jeffer- 


sonville and placed in the reformatory for 
safe keeping. Reed declared that there was 
no doubt that McDonald was the murderer 
of the school teacher on the strength of evi- 
dence gathered during the two weeks the 


Pinkerto have been in charge.of the in- 
vestigatiom. A confession, he said, was in- 
evitable. 


Sees Twofold Motive. 


' The deteetive said the motive for the mur- 


der of Miss Schafer was, primarily, robbery, © 
though evidence existed that a criminal as- 


sault also had been the tntent of the mur- 
It had been proved, he said, by the 


clearly the man who attacked the young 


woman, and the evidence of his guilt was in 


the hasids of the Bedford authorities. 

The wildest excitement pervades Bedford 
tonight as a result of the capture, and the 
streets are crowded with men, many of them 
armed and threatening violence. The coup 
planned by the detectives by which McDon- 
ald was to be arrested secretly and spirited 
out of the city before it became known even 
that the man was suspected, was not the 
success that had been expected. 


Activity Excites Suspicion. 


Early in the evening the activity of the 
two Pinkertons, Reed and Smith, had ex- 
cited suspicion. Prosecutor Robert Miller, 
whose consent was required for the issuance 
of a warrant, late in the afternoon had becn 
summoned from Bloomington at their re- 
quest, and for several hours had been in se- 
cret conference with them. During the con- 
ference the detectives placed before Miller 
the evidence they had collected during the 
last two weeks’ work in Bedford, tending, as 


they claimed, to prove that McDonald was 


the murderer. 

Simpson B. Lowe, who had taken the most 
active part in the investigation of any of the 
city officials, was then called into the confer- 
ence. Lowe was strongly in favor of an {m- 
mediate arrest, and his advice to this effect 
was adopted. A warrant was obtained by 
Prosecutor Miller for the arrest of the sus- 
pect. 

The officers went to the home of the team- 
ster at 10 o'clock. He was asleep, but was 
awakened and accompanied the detectives to 
S. B. Lowe's office. On the way he betrayed 
such nervous excitement that it is probable 
he guessed the truth immediately. 

‘‘ There is no doubt we have the right man,” 
said Detective Reed after the arrest. “ We 
have a chain of evidence against him that 
cannot be broken. It is more than probable 
that he will confess to the murder. We are 
not worried about that, however; we can con- 
vict him anyway.” 


Story Aroused Suspicion. 


McDonald is now known to have incrim- 
inated himself during a cross examination 
by the’ Pinkertons in the office of Mayor 
Smith a week ago. Previously he had at- 
tracted suspicion from the fact alone that he 
was known é0 have had a criminal record, 
and it was reported he had once served a 
term in the penitentiary. Later it had be- 
come known that some one had seen the 
teamster the night-of the murder not far 
from the alley where the body of the school 
teacher was discovered. 

McDonald’s bearing under the searching 
fire of questions was marked by such out- 
ward coolness that he almost cleafed him- 
self of suspicion. McDonald stated that he 
had passed the school teacher on the night 
of the murder about 6:30 o’clock on L street, 


near the corner of Fourteenth street, a half 


block south from the alley. When he was 
some distance ahead he heard her talking 
to Capt. J.: F. Alexander. 


Characters Held Imaginary. 


McDonald said that as he passed north- 
ward, proceeding toward the scene of the 
murder, ..c saw two men standing near the 


opposite corner of Fourteenth and L street 


engaged in whispered conversation. One of 
the men, he said, answered the description 
of the supposed murderer, being tall and 
dressed in a long overcoat. The other man, 
he said, was shorter, wore a slouch hat, 
and appeared to be of the laboring class. 
The detectives now say that the presence 


ex these two persons was purely imaginary. 


Testimony Partly Supported. 
Partly in support of McDonald’s testimony 
was that of Capt. Alexander, believed to 
have been the last person except the mur- 
derer, who saw Miss Schafer alive. It was 


Alexander’s statement that he had passed 


the school teacher just as she left the John- 
son boarding house and had spoken to her 
briefly. Having entered his own residence 
a little farther on he had not seen the young 
woman afterwards. 3 
McDonald stated that he had walked past 
the alley .without stopping and had not 
turned his head once afterward on his way 
homeward He did not hear a scream, he 
said, and did not know that a murder had 
been committed until the next morning.

Jury’s Threefold Task. 


SAYS ERROR INVADES CITY 


J. H. ECKELS DECLARES FALSE 
IDEAS GAIN ATTENTION. 


Addresses National Association of 
Merchants and Travelers at Ban- 
quet in Auditorium Hotel—Raises 
Objections to Mianicipal Ownership 


It Has Been Found Expensive—Con- | 
fidence in Ultimate Outcome. 


“In this city, under the cunning leadership 
of socialists, we have foundin command asa 
question of importance, not personal rights 
and the safety of personal property, but the 
question of whether this government shall de- 
part from the essential principles of munici- 
pal government and take under control things 
with which the city should have nothing to 
do. I refer to nicipal ownership. It has 
yet to be shown, except in one or two excep- 
tional instances, where legitimate private 
enterprises can be conducted by municipali- 
ties with profit.” 

This arraignment of municipal ownership 
was given last night by James H. Eckels in 
an address before the National Association 
of Merchants and Travelers, the occasion be- 
ing the annual banquet of the association at 
the Auditorium hotel. Mr. Eckels, who was 
introduced by Chairman John G. Shedd, 
spoke on the subject of ‘‘ Reform in Munici- 
pal Government.”’ 


Confidence in the People. 

“We can approach this subject confident 
in the light of history that such reform as 
is necessary will be taken hold of by the 
American people, the wrong ultimately elim- 
inated, and the right be made triumphant,” 
said Mr. Eckels. ‘“ There is no one ques- 
tion of such vast importance and of such 
far reaching intent as the proper conduct 
of municipalities. 

“It does not affect the dweller in the city 
alone. It is equally important to the inhabi- 
tant of the village and the toiler on the farm. 
For in the conduct of the affairs of the 
state and nation the political power of a 
great city is the dominant factor. If the 
city politics is impure you cannot have purity 
in the state. 

“It is not easy of solution to have com- 
plete purity of government in a city of 
2,000,000 inhabitants. Here are gathered the 
representatives of the greatest wealth and 
the greatest poverty, each day coming in 
contact, the one often indifferent to the other, 
and the one often jealous of the advantage 
of the other. Here we have 4ll the varied 
industries, here the greatest number of em- 
ployers and employés, all striving for ad- 
vancement, One at the expense of the other. 
These must all be met and dealt with in the 
solution of this question. . 


False Doctrines Taught in City. 

** Here more than In the country are taught 
false doctrines in political economy. It is 
taught that the prosperity of one class is 
gained by the impoverishment of the other 
classes. It is taught that between the man 
with a capital of money and goods andthe 
man with a capital of labor and wage there 
is a wide avenue. 

* Here is the populist. Here is the social- 
{st, but here also, above all, is the man who 
is indifferent to his municipal and public 
duties. We too often become impatient of 
conditions which would not exist if we did 
our part. 

**Chicago is a great city from every point 
of view. It is great in the number and char- 
acter of its population. It is great in its 
wealth producing classes. It is the center of 
the greatest transportation facilities in the 
world. It is great because it is the seat of 
the greatest empire the world has ever seen. 
This makes it hard to govern. 

Demands of Public Affairs. 

“Where people are getting wealth so fast 
and against such great odds it is forgotten 
that a continuation of weaith and prosperity 
demands of us who are citizens of Chicago 
that we give time and attention to those

tion with the administratipn how the largest 
number of party workers can be cared for. 
We ought to have in Chicago a more real 
spirit of inquiry into the acts of public serv- 
ants. But it 'must be honest. There is no 
sense in wholesale criticism. There must be 
a reform in municipal government, but it 
must begin with a reform of the citizen him- 
self. Until he feels a sense of obligation to 
his fellow man no reform of government is 
possible. The stream cannot rise above its

MRS. MARY ABBOTT IS DEAD. 


Gifted Literary Critic, for Years a 
Resident of Chicago, Passes Away 
at Miami, Florida. 


Mrs. Mary Abbott, for many years well 
known in Chicago as a gifted literary critic, 
died last Saturday in Miami, Fla., where she 
had gone in the hope of mending her health. 
Word of tHe fatal termination of her long 
illness was received by Chicago friends yes- 
terday. Mrs. Abbott had been seriously ill 
for months and several weeks ago her life 
was despaired of, but she rallied and was 
taken to Florida, where she died. 

Mrs. Abbott was bornin Salem, Mass. Her 
maiden name was Mary Ives. She married 
Charles P. Abbott, a Calcutta merchant, and 
went with him to India to live. After a few 
years Mr. Abbott died, leaving his widow 
with three children. This was in the early 
'S0s, and shortly afterward Mrs. Abbott took 
her three children back to Salem and thence 


‘to Boston, where she spent some time visit- | 


ing friends and writing short articles for 
eastern magazines and newspapers. In 1884 
she moved with her family to Chicago, and 
after writing for THe TRIBUNE for a time 
became literary editor of the Chicago Her- 


ald and later of the Chicago Times-Heraid. 


Mrs. Abbott made a host of friends in Chi- 
cago and her apartments in the Marquette, 
67 Rush street, were always open to them. 
She and her daughter, Margaret, now Mrs. 
Finley Peter Dunne, wife of the creator of 
“Mr. Dooley,’’ were well known in society 
circles, 

One of Mrs. Abbott’s three children was 
killed in an accident early in life, and the 
third child, Sprague Abbott, was a member 
of the class of 1902 at Harvard. Since the 
marriage of her daughter to Mr. Dunne, Mrs. 
Abbott had lived with her in New York. Of 
the several books written by Mrs. Abbott 
the latest and perhaps the best known was 
‘*A Woman in Paris,’’ which was published 
about three yeafs ago. 

The burial will take place at Miami.

Marx, Peter Neidermeier, and Harvey Van 
Dine it was shown at the trial yesterday that 
the sledgehammer used in battering down 
the door of the Sixty-first street car barn 


Northwestern railroad gang with which Van 
Dine worked until Aug. 20, when he left the 
employ of the company. The sledgehammer 
disappeared on Aug. 17, a day or two after 
Van Dine at the railroad yards had received 
a visit from Peter Neidermeier and another 
man. 

It will be shown today that the revolver 
which Willam Edmond dropped at the com- 
mand ofa masked man was taken to Denver 
by Van Dine and Neldermeler and pawned. 
The witnesses will be W. A. Loomis, a Denver 
detective, and M. A. Saly, a Denver pawn- 
broker. 

With this evidence and proof that Van Dine 
after his arrest recognized Henry Biehl, a 
clerk who was shot during the raid, the state 
declares it has proof to corroborate the con- 
fession of Marx. 


Tells of Loss of Hammer. 


Edward Clark, a railroad foreman, testified 
in the afternoon that Van Dine on July 21 
entered the employ of the Chicago and North- 
western railroad as a stripper of engines in 
the yards at West Kinzie and Fortieth 
streets. Clark identified Van Dine in the 
courtroom as “that fellow with red hair.’’ 
The sledgehammer which was introduced 
as evidence by Assistant State’s Attorney 
Harry Olson had belonged to stripping gang 
No. 2 during four or five years. It was iden- 
tified by the Chicago and Northwestern 
initials and by its badly battered state. Van 
. Dine had used it every day. 

The bandit about Aug. 15 was callea from 
his work by two young men, one of whom 
Clark afterward identified in the county 
jail as Neidermeier. Clark sent Van Dine to 
get the sledge a couple of days later, but it 
was gone, and Van Dine soon afterward dis- 
appeared. 

Biehl’s Testimony Unshaken. 

Biehl occupied, the witness stand during all 
of the morning session. Severe cross- 
questioning failed to shake his testimony 
that the robbery was committed as Marx 
had confessed, and that the men in the 
office were not warned before the shooting 
began. Biehl looked weary and pale after 
his long examination. 

The cash drawer, the money box, the fron 
screen in front of the cashier’s window, a 
wooden gate and door, and a ledger torn by 
a bullet were introduced asevidence. Photo- 
graphs of the office and the barns were used 
in explaining again the story of the shoot- 
ing and the movements of the robbers. 


Great Crowd at the Trial. 

The crowd at the afternoon session ex- 
ceeded that of previous days. 

**T want the public to hear this trial,”’ sald 
Judge Kersten, after court had adjourned, 
“but I did not intend that the entire popula- 
tion of Cook county should come. When men 
stand on the window sills and climb up the 
chandeliers it Is time something should be 
done, and I rule that hereafter no more per- 
sons than can be seated shall be allowed to 
enter.’’

STUDENTS UPHOLD PRINCIPAL 
AND START SMALL REBELLION. 


Pupils in Danish Lutheran College Ob- 
ject to Action of Trustees and Leave 
Institution in a Body. 


Racine, Wis., Feb. 9.—[Special.]—With 
cheers for the deposed principal of the Dan- 
ish Lutheran college and jeers for the facul- 
ty, fifty of the students left the college with 
the principal today. With them were the 
cooks, janitors, and all employés, and they 
will not return until Scow:Nielsen, the prin- 
cipal, again takes charge of the Danish 
college. This being doubtful, the students 
are looking for class rooms, wherg they may 
be instructed by the former college prin- 
cipal. 

A dispute between Principal Nielsen and 
the Rev. C. H. Jensen, president of the col- 
lege directorate, over the expelling of stu- 
dents because of smoking and the demand 
that the principal turn over all books and 
accounts and leave the college after the 
diectors had accepted his resignation to take 
effect March 5, became known to students. 
Learning that Nielsen had complied’ with 
the orders they visited his home today and 
persuaded him to go with them to the college, 
where his reinstatement was demanded. 

Nielson made an. address which was 
cheered, and the students jeered the ad- 
dresses of the Rev. Dr. Jensen and the mem- 
bers of the faculty, and left the college. Two 
directors have tendered their resignations 
because of the president’s action, and the 
future of the Institution erected by Danish 
Lutheran church societies two years ago is 
in doubt. 


TOLSTO! BLAMES LAWMAKERS. 


Tells Federation of Labor Working Peo- 
ple of World Become Industrial 
Slaves Through Legislation. 


The message of Count Leo Tolstoi to the 
Chicago Federation of Labor, made public, 
asserts that the working people of the world 
are bound in “industrial slavery ” by legis- 
lation. As long as one class of people has 
the power to enact legislation to its advan- 
tage, the Russian wrote, the servitude will 
continue. 

Count Tolstoi’s letter was sent in response 
to a request for answers to the statement of 
Charles L. Hutchinson and J. J. Hill. The 
communication reached Chicago through se- 
cret channels. 

“If we ask all the workers in Russia, Eu- 
rope, and America what made them choose 
the position in which they are living,’”’ writes 
Count Tolstoi, ‘they wi!l reply that they 
have been brought to it either because they 
had no land on which they could and wished 
to live and work, or that taxes, which they 
could pay only by selling their labor, were 
demanded of them, or that they remain at 
factory work because ensnared by the more 
luxurious habits they have adopted, and 
which they can gratify only by selling their 
labor and liberty.” 

The abolition of one form of slavery by the 
repeal of laws will, it is declared, lead only 
to another form. The count believes an ad- 
vanced sort of serfdom already is appearing 
in such legislation ag that pértaining to hours 
of work, sanitation of shops, and like meas- 
ures in restraint of the freedom oflabor. He 
adds: 

“Formerly it was profitable for people to 
have chattel slaves, and they made laws 
about chattel slavery. Afterward it became 
profitable to own land, to take taxes, and to 
keep things one had acquired, and they made 
laws correspondingly. Now it is profitable 
for people to maintain the existing direction 
and divisicn of labor, and they are devising 
such laws as will compel people to work under 
the present apportionment and division of 
labor. Thus the fundamental cause of slav- 
ery and its attendant miseries is legislation— 
the fact that there are people who have the 


power to make laws.”’

NEW REGIME IN THE URSULA BE- 
GINS TOMORROW. 


Plan of the Kirkland Alumne to Sell 
Noonday Lunch Organization Is Op- 
posed by Working Members, Who 
Will Elect Their Own Ticket and 
Assume Management of the Busi- 
ness—Hope to Make It a Success— 
Say Rights Were Not Understood. 


“They wanted to sell the club and make it 
a business venture. They did not under- 
stand our rights. We are going to try to 
run the club ourselves now, and I think we 
can do it.” | 

With an expression in which was some 
exultation a working girl yesterday made 
this explanation of the sudden exit o. the 
society girl from the management of the 
Ursula club, a noonday lunch club which 
was established years ago by the graduates 
of the Kirkland school. Tomorrow the work- 
ing girls will elect their ticket without, op- 
position from the Kirkland girls. A soctety 
girl, Miss Edith Rogers, 359 Ontario street, 
will be chosen president, and Miss Anne 
‘Walker, corresponding secretary, but the 
other offices will be distributed as follows 
among the working girls: 

First vice president—Miss Rose Fanning. 

Second vice president—Miss Jane Harris. 

Recording secretary—Miss Emma McAvoy. 

Treasurer—Miss A. Rebecca Hufmeyer. 


Retiring Society Girl Officers. 

The retiring officers, all of whom are mem- 
bers of the Kirkland association, are: — 

President—Miss Ethel Hooper. 

Vice president—Mrs. Paul Hamlin, . 

Secretary—Miss Kathleen Scudder. 

Treasurer—Miss Kathleen McMurray. 

The club was organized by the Kirkland 
association, an organization of Kirkland 
school alumne, in 1890, to conduct a noon- 
day club for girls in the downtown district, 
where lunches could be purchased at the 
Idwest possible price. The niembership now 
exceeds 400. The dues aré 25 cents a month, 
and no dish costs over 5 cents. The dining 
rooms of the club areat 76 Wabash avenue. 

Purchase Offer Starts Trouble. 

Since the Kirkland school passed out of 
existence there have been no graduating 
classes from which to draw recruits to aid 
in the management of the club. Recently an 
offer was made to the association to sell 
the club. It was an alluring offer, and the 
association was on the point of accepting 
when the working girls, the members, en- 
tered a vigorous protest. The scheme was 
abandoned, and the club will continue under 
the new administration. 

‘There are still two Kirkland girls left 
in the list of officers of the club,”’ said Miss 
Rogers, ‘‘ but eventually we shall all with- 
draw.”’ 

‘Somebody wanted to buy the club and 
run it on business lines,’”’ said Miss Scudder, 
“and that caused a little friction between 
the association and the club members. We 
are letting the working girls run the club 
as an experiment, but I do not believe they 
can find the time to make a success of it.”’ 


MRS. POST IS FOUND GUILTY. 


Woman Charged with Use of United 
States Mails to Defraud Pro- 
nounced Guilty. 


Jacksonville, Fla., Feb. 9.—A verdict of 
guilty was returned this evening by the jury 
in the case against Helen Wilmans Post, who 
has been on trial for the last ten days in the 
United States court. The charge against 
Mrs. Post is that she had devised a scheme to 
defraud people and used the United States 
mails for the scheme. The jury was out for 
seven hours. : 

She claimed to be able to heal by mental 
science and gave “absent treatment to 
thousands. The court has not yet passed sen- 
tence and the defense has been given ten 
days to prepare and submit a motion for ar- 
rest of judgment or a new trial. The de- 
ferdant is under $1,000 bond. 

The maximum penalty under the law is a 
fine not exceeding $500 or imprisonment not 
exceeding eighteen months, or both, in the 
discretion of the court.

INTERNATIONAL CONTEST. 


Report Brought to Coliseum That W. 
K. Vanderbilt Jr. Will Give $1,500 
for a Cup—President Potter of the

Plans for an international cup race in 
_America were announced yesterday at the 
automobile show in the Coliseum. The in- 
formation was brought by Augustus Post 
of New York, who arrived in Chicago from 
Ormonée, Fla., where he and W. K. Vander- 
bilt Jr. and other automobilists have been 
participating in the races on the beach. 

“There has been discussion of this plan 
going on for some time,”’ 
“and every prospect points towards its final 
arrangement. William K. Vanderbilt is will- 
ing to offer $1,000 for a cup, and.the project 
was viewed favorably by all the automo- 
bilists. 

“ The idea is to have a race of 300 miles, the 
course to be on Long island, where the roads 
are as good and as well arranged for such 
an event as could be desired. The race would 
be on the same lines as those held in Europe 
each year. It would first and foremost be a 
great American cup race, and eventually it 
would attract all the great European racing 
machines to this country.” 


Favors Joining Two Associations. 


Regarding the rumored amalgamation of 

the American Automobile association with 
the American Motor league, President I. B. 
Potter of the latter spoke favorably. 
“tT know nothing whatever about such a 
plan, except what I have seen in the news- 
papers,”’ he said, ‘“‘ but I think it would be 
a good scheme to have all the automobpilists 
in one national association, as then we would 
have more influence for legislation.

The Man on the Street will gently beg 
lepve’ to differ with the ruling of the Ap- 
péllate.court that it is improper to compel 
ome operating an automobile for private 
pleasure to pass a municipal examination 
and take out a license. pt 

His blind instinct of justice will tell him 
that the city has a right to protect its citi- 
gens from violence and sudden death irre- 
spective of whether the assailant be a milk 
white touring car‘or a motor driven dry 
gqods truck. Only'the licensing of the latter 
of veticlee: declaées to be. 
lekal, thé; @xaniining and taxing of the 
nén-professional chauffeur being rejected 
as elass legislation. The court further 
mpkes the inconsistent ruling that the city 
has thei right:to. regulate the speed of au- 
tomobilas, ‘but ‘tifat it has no right to assure 
itself of the automobilist’s ability to control 
the intricate machinery which regulates the 
speed. All these holdings are backed up by 
the general assertion that “the use of the 
streets must be extended to meet the modern 
means of locomotion.” 
" Whe city has yet to state its view of the 
merits of the case. The police power should 
be its weapon of offense. Right to exercise | 
this power should be demanded because of 
the newness of automobilism upon the pub- 
lie highways, and because of the admitted 
danger to life and limb that would result 
from its unrestricted existence. Meanwhile 
the city hall serves notice that those who 
attempt to go motoring sans license and sahs 
number tag do so at their own peril. 


FOR THE GOOD OF THE PUBLIC. . 
Judge Tuley gives aid and comfort to the | 
icago City railway company by an ir- 
r@evant and inconclusive statement—an 
obiter dictum—to the effect that he is strong- 
ly inclined to the opinion that the city is 
powerless “to sell or barter away any 
franchise in the streets for a compensation 
to be paid into the city. treasury.” If the 
city cannot make it one of the conditions of 
an ordinance granting privileges totraction, 
telephone, and electric light companies that 
they shall compensate the municipality well, 
the council, the city law officers, the corpora- 
tions which have paid compensation, and the 
general public have been densely ignorant. 
Judge Tuley’s reason for his opinion is 
that the city holds the fee and control of the 
streets as a trustee for the public, meaning 
thereby the people of the whole state. As 
an individual trustee cannot control trust 
property for his own benefit, so, as it seems 
to Judge Tuley, a city cannot make money 
foritetreasury or taxpayers out of its trus- 
teeship ef the streets. In contemplation of 
law the corporate authorities of Chicago 
hold the public streets in trust for the use 
of the people of the whole state. As a 
matter of fact they hold them in trust 
maifly—almost exclusively—for the use of: 
the ‘people of Chicago. All street improve- 
ments are paid-for by Chicagoans, and the 
traffic on them is mostly Chicago traffic. 
When ILllinoisans not living in Chicago come 
here they have the free use of streets it has 
cost them nothing to improve. If compen- 
sation were paid by the traction companies 
the city would be better able to discharge 
its. duties as trustee of the streets for the 
people of the whole state. It would be able 
to keep them always clean, which it cannot 
do now because of a lack of funds. It 
would be ridictlous to say that the municipal 
authorities injure the people of the state by | 
exacting compensation from local corpora- 
tions in order to be able to discharge ade- 
quately the municipal duty of taking care 
of the Streets. 
Judge Tuley’s law is well enough in its 
place, but it does not apply to the traction 
conipanies and the city. He will agree that 
it does not if he will restudy the subject. 


A CHRISTIAN NATION. 

* Neither Russia nor Japan is a Christian 
nation.” Congressman Lorimer has said it. 
His constituents know now that Russia is a 
pagan nation, though the news will surprise 
some of them who came from that country, 
The congressman should continue his re- 
Mgious disquisitions and tell whether Rus- 
sia is Buddhist, Mohammedan, or something 
else. Russia, if not Christian, must have 
some type of religion which has followers in 
Minrope or in Asia. 

There are many people who are not in 
congress and hence not so well informed as 
Mr, Lorimer, who had supposed that Russia 
was pretminently “a Christian’ nation,” 
that it claims as its own the oldest type of 
- Christianity; that its people are the most 

devout in the world; that little icons may be 


found in every place of business, in every car, | 


and in even the liquor shops and the houses 
of ill-fame; and that every Russian, whether 
of low or high degree, wears about his neck 
some emblem or token which is supposed to 
signify his attachment to the Christian re- 
ligion. git if it is true, as Congressman 
Lorimer says, that Russia is “ not a Chris- 
tian nation,”’ the popular belief that Russia 
ts fanatically orthodox must be a venerable 
delusion. 3 
One may agree with Congressmay Lori- 
mer that the Japanese are not Christians, 
but there is better evidence’for that than 
the fact that they do not value human life. 


At one time and another devoutly Christian 
peoples—the Spaniards, for instance—have 


shown themselves as indifferent to the value | 


of human life as the completest pagans. 


WAR BEGINS AND JAPAN SCORES. 

War has begun. The Japanese govern- 
ment said it would make no formal declara- 
tion and it did not. It simply struck the 
first blow. ‘That is not the polite way of 


commencing hostilities, but it is one which 


has frequently been pursued. 

If eleven Japanese warships had been 
sunk in an attack on Port Arthur, as was 
reported yesterday morning, the Japanese 
campaign would have come to a'sudden 
and disastrous close. The destruction of 
the fleet would have given the Russians the 


sea power on which their opponents de-. 


pended for the furtherance of their plans. 
Nothing more would have been heard about 
throwing Japanese troops into Corea and 
Manchuria. 
at Vladivostok and Port, Arthur would 
have united afid put it in the power of Rus- 
sia, if so inclined, to invade Japan. 

The report of the sinking of the Japanese 
ships was the first canard of the campaign. 
Doubtless others will follow. The-only un- 
contradicted news received is of a Japanese 
success.» It may be credited, for it comes 
by way of St. Petersburg. Japanese tor- 
pedo boats began the war by making a sud- 
den attack on the Russian squadron at Port 
Arthur. They sunk one cruiser and dam- 
aged two battleships—how seriously is not 
known. These are the vessels which a few 
days ago made their way out of the inner 
harbor of Port Arthur to be in readiness 
for action. : 

If the two battleships, which, were con- 
sidered the best vessels Russia has in the 
Pacific, have been badly damaged, Japan 
has scored heavily, for it will be in a posi- 
tion where it can assert the masterywof the 
seas. The Russian ships, some of them in 
Vindivostok, ;and:»some in Port Arthur, 
while others are hastening from Europe, 
cannot easily be concentrated. To attempt 
it will be to court destruction. 

But even if the Russian fleet should be- 
come a negligible quantity, and Japan 
should be free to send all the soldiers it has 
to the mainland it does not follow that they 
will win victories. The military strength 
of the Russians is unknowm but ft must be 
considerable, because the government has 


been sending troops eastward as.rapidly as. 


it could. The number of. Russian soldiers 
may be so great and the positions held so 
well fortified that the.Japanese will find 
they have undertaken an impossible task. 
But it maybe taken.for granted that the 
Japanese generals have an accurate know!l- 
edge of the strength of the. Russians. Their, 
facilities for getting information have been 
good. It may be that they. know as much 
about the fortifications of Port Arthur as 
do. the Russians themselves.

A TASTE OF HIS QUALITY. 
Mr. Hopkins, who was sworn in as sena- 
tor on March 4, 1903, has not been long in 


giving the people of Illinois a taste of his | 
quality. 


He procured the nomination of 
Mr. Luman T. Hoy as appraiser of the 
port of Chicago.

LETTER OF MARQUISE DE FONTENOY |

LTHOUGH forty-eight years have 
elapsed since the creation of the Eng- 


lish Order of the Victoria Cross, yet. 


the earliest acts of exceptional gal- 

lantry, not to say heroism, for which 
the distinction was first conferred took place 
in February, 1854, so that it may be said 
that it is during this month that the Order 
of the Victoria Cross is celebrating its Jubi- 
lee. To Rear Admiral Lucas, who ifs still 
alive, belongs the honor of having been the 
first man to receive the small bronze cross 
on which are inscribed the words “for 
valor,” and which is more highly prized by 
soldiers and sailors than any other order 
in the gift of the British crown. It wascon- 
ferred upon him for a particuiarly daring 
feat during the course of the operations in 
the Baltic against Russia. 

At the present moment the nymber of pos- 
sessors of the order amounts to 208, of whom 
sixty-eight represent the late war in south 
Africa. Admirat Luckhs wears his cross sus- 
pended from his breast by a blue ribbon, as 
belonging to theenavy, the red ribbon being 
reserved for the Victoria Cross men who be- 
long to the army. The cross is restricted to 
members of the army and navy, and the 
only civilians who have ever been decreed 
eligible have been those who as volunteers 


at the time of the great Sepoy mutiny of 
1857. 

Eppinghoven is the name borne in con- 
junction with the title of ‘“ baron” by a 
couple of left handed brothers of King Leo- 
pold of Belgium. The latter’s father, who 
was the first king of the Belgians, despite 
his affectation of extreme piety and som- 
ber austerity, had a large number of “ af- 
faires de cceur,’’ among the objects of his 
attentions being the famous countess of El- 
lenborough, who died in Palestine after 
about six different marriages as the wife of 
an Arab sheik. Some of his fair friends 
were of more humble rank, among them a 
married woman of the name of Arcadie 
Meyer, by whom he had two sons, George 
and Arthur. He induced his nephew, Duke 
Ernest of Saxe-Coburg, to confer, in 1862, the 
title of baron upon these two illegitimate 
sons of his, who had until that time borne 
the name of Meyer. They became favorites 
of Duke Ernest and were appointed mem- 
bers of his household, George as an equerry 
and Arthur as a chamberlain. : 

Not that these appointments carried with 
them any exceptional! distinction, for Duke 
Ernest, unlike his altogether blameless 


toria, was quite the reverse of a saint, hav- 
ing apparently inherited the frailties of one 
kind and another that distinguished his 
father and forced the latter's wife to leave 
him after she had appéaled in vain to the 
other sovereigns of the German empire for 
relief from her husband’s ill-treatment and 
neglect. Duke Ernest’s court was such that 
his nephew and heir apparent, Prince Alfred 
of England, and the latter’s Russian wife, 
only sister of the late czar, declined to cross 
its threshold when they were living at Co- 
burg for fear of meeting the men and women 
of more than questionable repute by whom. 
Duke Ernest was habitually surrounded, 
and as soon as ever Prince Alfred succeeded 
to his uncle’s throne, the first thing that he

of Duke Ernest’s household, which included, 
besides the two Barons Eppinghoven, the 
titled foreign born wife of an English 
colonial governor, whose name Is to this day 
evilly remembered not only at Coburg but 
also throughout Germany. | 

There has; however, never been a count 
or countess pf Eppinghoven, and it Is quite 
positive that dwring all the time that Em- 
peror William and his consort have been 
on the German throne they have never had 
in thelr employ or even in their entourage 
any one bearing that name. Unlikeso many 
other royal personages, the kaiser and his 
empress have rarely made any changes in. 
the members of their immediate household: 
Thus Countess Brockdorff remains as she has 
been from the moment of Emperor Will- 
fam’s accession, the principal lady in wait- 
ing of the empress, the others consistin f 
the Countess Keller and Mlle. de Gersdorff. 
while the place of Countess Schulenburg has 
since her marriage been taken by one of 
the countesses of Stolberg. These have 
been the only ladies in waiting that Empress 
Victoria Augusta has had since her hus- 
band’s accession to the throne in 1888. 

This is in response to inquiries which have 
reached me from readers anent the identity 
of the “ Countess of Eppinghoven’’ whose 
name figures as that of the authoress on 
the title page of a book recently published 
professing to give detatls concerning the 
“vie intime’’ of the German emperor and 
empress, and which from the beginning to 
the end aims at holding them up to altogether 
unmerited ridicule and obloquy. 

Consternation has been created through- 
out the official world at Constantinople by 
the issue of an imperial edict to the effect 
that all officials above a certain rank, some 
3,000 in number, should immediately have 


in the position which etiquette requires them 
to assume when in the presence of the sultan 


them, the head slightly bent, in fact, in a 
posture full of humility, not to say obsequi- 
ousness. Three copies of these pictures are 
to be taken, of course at the expense of the 
official. One of them he Is at liberty to keep 
for himself, the other is destined for the 
sultan, and the third for the office of the 
sublime porte. The last two are to be in- 
dorsed on the back with the name, the date 
of birth, the residence, the distincttons, and 
the record of services of the individual por- 
trayed. 


It seems that the other day at the annual 
levee held by the sultan at the Dolma- 
baghtche palace he perceived among the 
crowd of officers who had assembled to kiss 
his hand, or rather the hem of his coat, an 
immense number of faces entirely unknown 
to him. Most of them were gray haired, and 
whereas some of them wore with the uni- 
forms of a mere lieutenant coionel the grand 
cordon of the Medjidie and even of the Os- 
manieh, there were others who, with the 
gorgeous, embroidered coat of a full fledged 
pasha, had nothing but the fourth and fifth 
class of the Medjidie. Some of these digni- 
riés were bent with age and others were. 
lame or else one armed. 

The sultan, his. curiosity aroused, asked 
Field Marshal Chakir Pasha, who is the 
chief of his military household, for informa- 
tion concerning: the strangers, but Chakir 
was as ignorant as himself, and it was only 
subsequently that he ascertained that these 
officials were officers who had played a role 
in the previous reign of Abdul Assiz, more 
than a quarter of a century ago, and who

IN HARDY’S STYLE. 

Silberrad’s “ Petronilla Heroven ” 
Has a Hint of His Manner. 

Ample proof that the influence of Thomas 
Hardy lives and flourishes is to be found in 
* PETRONILLA HEROVEN,” by Una L. 
Silberrad (Doubleday, Page & Co.). Its char- 
acters are drawn from the same strata as 
those which have been mined so profitably by 
the Wessex novelist; its motive is the sweet- 
ness of revenge; and the passions depicted 
are, in the main, of the crude, untamable 
kind. 
 Petronilla, a child of love, is taken from the 
humble home of her girlhood to be received 
into the household of her putative father’s 
mother, where she enjoys some comfort, but 
is denied association with young people. She 
is insulted by aman who coveted her father’s 
privileges, and who, since grown rich and in- 
fluential, brings about her dismissal from her 
comparatively luxurious environment. Re- 
turning to poverty, she waits, waits, until her 
erstwhile benefactress dies and leaves Pe- 
tronilla a fortune. Then the girl and a queer 
sort of Enoch Arden, cousin of the villain, 
play into one another’s hands. Her enemy 
decides upon murder, but Nemesis interposes 
in the form of a white wolf that has been the 
girl's strange pet, and all ends nicely. 

Unlike the works of the man from whom its 
inspiration has been drawn, there is enough 
of happiness in the book to compensate for 
its unpleasant features. It is well and some- 
times vividly written, with restraint when 
that quality is most needed. The story is de- 
veloped in an interesting way, dnd its people 
are representative of the real, 

NEW EDITION OF BOSWELL. | 
The Life of Samuel Johnson Issued in 
Thin Paper Form. 

“THE LIFE OF SAMUEL JOHNSON,” 
by James Boswell, is the latest issue in the 
Caxton thin paper editions, which are im- 
ported by Charles Scribner's Sons. Intotwo 
volumes, comprising a total of 1,600 pages,- 
has been compressed the whole of this monu- 
mental work, greatest and most entertaining 
of biographies. No excisions have been 
made; Nhe text of the sixth edition is pre- 
sented in its entirety, with all of the copious 
annotations by the author and his literary 
executor, Malone; and there is an admirable 
index. 

Every one who would own a library must 
have a copy of this book, which has hitherto 
been offered in not less than four octavo 
volumes. But here it is, complete in a brace 
of pocket volumes, each the half of an inch 
in thickness, daintily and. durably bound in 
limp lambskin.

In ail the’ splendid achievements of 
modern bookmaking, there is nothing more 
creditable to the publishers than these handy 
volumes, delightful in their contents and ex- 
quisite in manufacture.

tle royal prince, who, until recent- 

‘ly was a student at the Ohio Wes- 

leyan university, Delaware, O. Prince 

: Pinkell Yee is his name, and there 

is but a single, feeble life between him and 

what may be left of the ancient throne of 

Corea, after Russia and Japan get through 
fighting over it. 

Prince Yee is 23. The first thirteen years 
of his Hfe he spent in the royal palace at 
Seoul, which is the strangest possible jum- 
ble of oriental splendor and ‘occidental 
trash. In the audience chamber of Li Shi, 
his imperial father, for instance, two cheap 
American chromos hang on the walls in the 
place of honor, and the walls and ceiling 
are covered with particularly hideous green 
striped .wall paper. On the floor is a gorge- 
ous red and green ingrain carpet, which 
would be dear at 50 cents a yard, and the 
ordinary glass windows are draped with bar- 
gain sale lace curtains. | 
His majesty, Li Shi, is accustomed to go 
to bed at 4 o’clock in the morning, at which 
hour the remainder of the inhabitants of the 
city get up, for the good reason that at that 
hour the imperial brass band, braying its 
loudest, starts on a march round and round 
the royal palace, being followed by the 
greater portion of the army. This daily pa- 
rade is kept up from 4 to 5o’clock, and when 
it stops people are too thoroughly wakened 
to think of going to sleep again. 

Prince Yee's mother is the Lady Om, that 
consort of the emperor abdéOut whom a most 
‘remarkable lot of fairy stories have been 
circulated. It has been stated again and 
again that the Lady Om was Miss Emily 
Brown, born the daughter of an American 
clergyman at Appleton, Wis., some forty- 
three years ago, and who was taken to the 
far east by her father when he went to 
Seoul as a missionary more than twenty- 
five years ago. This story, however, is em- 
phatically denied by those who should best 
know. 

However that may be, it is a fact that 
Prince Yee is greatly in love with America 
and more especially with American girls. 
From his 123th to his 18th year he lived in. 
Japan, where he studied military tactics 
and got his first taste of western civiliza- 
tion. Then he was sent to America, where 
for a year he lived at the Corgan legation at 
Washington, and there studied both the 
language and the customs of America. For 
a little while he attended school at Roanoke, 
Va., and it was while there that he first 
broke into the newspapers. It appears that 
his royal father, wishing his son to be ac- 
customed to a frugal and hardy life, gave 
him an allowance of only $200 a month, a 
sum by no means sufficient to keep the young 
prince in spending money. Accordingly, on 
his frequent visits of pleasure to New York 
he was accustomed to borrow money from 
the banking firm of Wolfe Bros. & Co. Final- 
ly the amounts he had borrowed reached the 
considerable sum of $30,000. When Prince 
Yee was summoned into court to pay the 
loan he replied with an answer which would 
have done credit to the most talented of 
American college students. 

‘Go and see papa,” said Prince Yee. — 
Later he went back home fora short visit 
and it is perfectly safe to say that the young 
man’s college clothes and silk hats created 
a considerable sensation among the ladies of 
the court. 

Coming back to the United States, Prince 
Yee entered the Wesleyan university at 
Delaware, O., taking a special ceurse in 
English. He was accompanied by an older 
native of Corea, who also matriculated as 
a student, and who bore the title of secre- 
tary to his highness. 

Prince Yee had not been at Delaware long 
before he evinced a remarkable fondnes# 
for the society of the pretty coeds of the 
schoo]. He grew enthusiastic in praising 
the beauty of American girls in general, and, 
in particular, he waxed eloquent in praise 
of Miss Graham, a pretty daughter of West 
Virginia, who was a fellow student. Those 
who have seen the women of Corea say it is 
no wonder Prince Yee thinks American 
girls are beautiful. And those who have 
seen Miss Graham declare that she is quite 
worthy to shine in the special favor of a 
royal prince. 

But presently there came to Delaware a 
pretty and dashing young milliner from Cin- 
cinnati named Clara Bull. Miss Bull came 
to Delaware to act as a model‘at a special

exhibition of the latest Paris styles, and 
it may be taken for granted, therefore, that 
she is a young woman of great pulchritude. 
Miss Bull and her sister stopped at the ho- 

tel where the prince and hig secretary oc- 

cupied a suite of rooms, and the young man 

fell in love at first sight. An introduction 

was arranged, and for some months he was 

extremely devoted to her. He even went 
so far as to present a diamond ring to Miss 
Bull, but. no engagement was announced, 
it being explained that if. the prince should 
marry an American woman he would be 
forced to give up all claim to the Corean 
throne. 

Later other pretty girls appeared on the 
scene and dimmed the memory of Miss Bull 
in his mind, until it came about that young 
Prince Yee won the reputation of being an 
exceedingly fickle young man. 

His chance of ascending the ancestral 
throne of his fathers—the family has been at 
the head of the Corean government for 300 
years—are thought to be exceedingly good. 
The crown prince, his elder brother, who now 
stands between him and the throne, is said 
to be in delggate health, and, besides, is not 
It is also said that the 
Lady Om, mother of Prince Yee, and the pres- 
ent reigning favorite with the emperor, is ex- 
ceedingly anxious to see her own son on the 
throne. In the meantime, Prince Yee bears 
the official title of commander of the Corean_ 
army. It is against the Corean law for the 
crown prince to expose himself in battle, the 
royal family being represénted in the ranks 
of warriors by its second son. For that rea- 
son Prince Yee has always been a close stu- 
dent of military tactics, both in this country 
and in Japan. 

Personally, Prince Yee has declared that he 
hopes he may never be called upon to as 
cend the throne. He much prefers the free 
and unconfined life of an American college 
student. 

Our. kings,’ he says, “ are kept in the 
strictest seclusion and are guarded with the 
greatest care. All day long is spent ig @ 
round of tiresome and elaborate court cere 
monies. Then, tn the evening his majesty 
shuts himself up with the court counselor 
and matters of importance in the government 
are considered and decided until long after 
midnight. Itisa hard and unattractive life.” 

On the subject of marriage and of theat 
tractiveness of American giris he has d@ 
cided views. 

“In my country,” he says, ‘a man never 
even sees the face of his intended. 
bride until after the marriage cere 
mony has, been performéd. The mated 
is arranged by his parents and those 
of the young woman. The contracting 
parties do not even meet until the wedding 
day. After they are married the husband 
may lift her vell and look at the face of his 
bride. Perhaps he may find her beautiful. 
Perhaps—and a marriage is a marriage 
Corea. We have no divorce laws in my coun- 
try. The natural result is that there is @ 
great deal of unhappiness in married life. 

“I like American girls exceedingly. They 
are not afraid to come out into the sunlight 
and be seen. In my country the women are 


kept secluded, and, strange as it may seem, £0 


out to make all their calls at night, after the 
darkness has fallen and they are safe from 
observation.” 

Prince Yee declares that his country owes 
all the progress it has made In the way of 
western civilization to the enterprise 
Americans. He would like to seé Corea come 
completely under American Influence, not 
only commercially but in other ways. 

‘“My ancestors,’ he says, “ drove Budd- 
hism almost entirely out of Corea. There are 
still Buddhists in the country,-but thelr 
temples are up in the hills and mountains and 
are not allowed in the cities. Confucianism 
is the prevailing religion of the people, 
though the court may almost be said to have 
a religion of its own, of which the wors 
of the ancestors of the royal family is the 
Four times in every year 
the emperor leaves his palace, and, surround- 
ed by an imposing retinue, makes a pil- 
grimage to the tombs of his ancestors, where 
elaborate ceremonies are carried out. In re 
cent years Christianity has ‘made great 
progress in Corea, and I should be glad to see 
it generally adopted.” |

Household Accounts,” by Prof. Charles Wal- 
éo Haskins. 3 
To the exper jeficed housekeeper, whether a 
gomestic science school graduate or a gradu- 
gte from her own se if- made system, the 
*Cook Book Encyclopedia ’’ will prove a 
haven of rest. iow well does she know that 
the mere fatigue of going through her many 
receipt books to find a new way to cook the 
“fish” causes her to teil Mary ’’ to cook it 
in the “same old way.’ But here is a book 
eo delightfully arranged that merely to think 
“fish” is to look for “fish ”’ In this same 
book, as one would look up a word in the dic- 
tionary. 

“The first effort in preparing this work has 
been to arrange every recipe on every sub- 
ject so that the housekeeper can find exactly 
what is wanted at once. This has been done 
by arranging the whole work—every subject— 
alphabetically, and by a most complete sys- 
tem of cross references... By this plan sim- 
flar recipes are grouped under general head- 
ings, so that in looking up any recipe the 
reader is offered a variety of recipes on the 
same subject, without the necessity of hunt- 
ing through a maze of indexes. It often hap- 
pens that one is uncertain as to the best way 
of preparing meat, fowl, vegetables, etc. The 
present arrangement not only gives direct 
references to particular recipes but by group-

ing together recipes on the same subject sug- 
gests new possibilities.” 
From “ Agrodojice,’’ a fine Italfan recipe for 


preparing caif's tongue, to “ Zwieback,”’ are 
you led with ease and system through many 
well tried recipes. 

On opening the encyclopedia, right upon the 
inside of the. stiff back or cover, is pasted 
gecurety, clearly printed and well arranged 
cook's time tables for roasting, boiling, bak- 
ing, and broiling all kinds of meats, vegeta- 
bles, and breads. Then, opposite, on the 
frst page of the book, Is a weights and 
measures table, also a table of proportions, 
allof which at once impress you could not be 
better placed. These tables are similarly 
placed on the back leafandcover. There are 
explanations of the terms, boiling, broiling, 
braising, etc., given simply and without con- 
fusion. An excellent list of kitchen utensils 
ls also to be found. Clear, defined, classified 
in the best manner yet done in this line of 
books, one cannot but wish to share such a 
“helping hand ’’ with all one’s friends. If 
there is not a recipe for pies “ like mother 
fade,’ there is a sense of “order out of 
daos ’"’ that mother’s voice and presence al- 
ways brought. 

There are many full page illustrations of 
si tables and garnished dishes. If there is 

a fautto be found in this fine book it is just 

here OA the illustrated garnished platters. 


Almost without exception these dishes look 
overfilled, Take the one of * lamb stew with 
green peas,’ for an example. Who could 
help shuddering if such an overflowing dish 
were passed to one to take from it the first 
spoonful? This is spoken of because Amer- 
icans generally make this mistake in dish- 
ing and garnishing their food. The recipes 
are from such authorities as Mary J. Lin- 
coln, Marjon Harland, Maria Blay, Josephine 
Grenier, Christine Hurick, Ysaguierre, and 
many others. 

With what gentleness and charm does Prof. 
Haskins lead up to that dry as bones subject, 
“household aceounts,”’ in his little book 
called *‘ How to Keep Household Accounts,” 
a manual of family finance. He dedicates it 
to his daughter, and if she is still young and 
inexperienced in old and bad methods she is 
a lucky girl to have this book to start her 
on the right road to being a truly wise help- 
mate to some good man. It fs hard to teach 


an old dog new tricks, but certainly no woman |= 


can take up this book on household accounts 
and not fully indorse every page of it. 

It seems much less complicated than Ellen 
Richards’ methods, and proves upon careful 
reading to fi every need of a housekeeper. 

It says of itself that itis a “‘ handbook of fam- 
ily finance, and its object is to save the 
housekeepers time, money, and worry by 
showing them the practical, easy way of 
keeping simple accounts,”’ and it certainly is 
not claiming too much for itself in thus stat- 
ing things. 

It certainly ought to bring the bfush to the 
cheek of the thousands of ‘* accountless ”’ 
housekeepers existing today to read of the 
care, and patience, and masterful ability 
shown by the Italian mistress of the middle 
ages in her household management of ac- 
counts under the most crude and difficult cir- 
cumstances. We are told how noted became 
the grand Florentine ladies for their orderli- 
ness in affairs of domestic science, and what 
real model helpmates they were ta their hus- 
bands. Indeed, Montaigne is quoted as avow- 
ing that he could safely relinquish to his wife 
the managing of affairs; the oversight of his 
masons, the negotiations of bargains, the col- 
lection of debts due him, and the keeping of 
his accounts, because women find delight in 
managing affairs.’’ He also writes that “ the 
most useful and honorable science and occu- 
pation for the mother of a family is that of 
domestic economy.’”’ 

So on, and so on, in the story book way, 
this wise professor leads one until one takes 
up the real business methods of the book 
with pride and pleasure. Every mother 
would do well to get this book at once and 
place it in the hands of her daughters, and 
let her, too, learn from it at this late day. 

Firmly but simply does Prof. Haskins try 
to impress upon his reader the importance of 
the home account book and the monthly bal- 
ance sheet. All fis easy of comprehension, 
even to the utterly undisciplined, unmathe- 
matical mind.

DENOUNCES FRATERNITIES: 
CALLS STUDENTS BEGGARS. 


Prof. S. H. Clark Angers University 
Men by Bitter Attack on Secret So- 
cieties and College Life Generally. 


> 
A scathing denunciation of college frater- 
nities anda condemnationof college students 
as unthinking, impractical, and derelict in 
duty to home and college were the features of 
an address in which Prof. 8S. H. Clark of the 
University of Chicago yesterday stirred up 
the anger of the students of the Midway 
school. Prof. Clark's remarks were resented 
by almost every one who heard them and the 
fraternity men especially were busy all day 
discussing what could have indu¢ed Prof. 
Clark, himself a member of the Sigma Chi 
fraternity, to make the statements he did. 

‘‘ The fraternities of the University of Chi- 
cago,”’ declared Prof. Clark in his talk tothe 
junior college students, ‘‘ are, most of them, 
a disgrace to the institution. Their members 
squander their money on dances and the fra- 
ternities do not pay their rent or many of 
their other debts. Because of such actions 
the fraternities are types of absolute im- 
morality.’ 

To the students in general Prof. Clark said: 
** You are all beggars, dependent on the uni- 
versity. You come here and pay $120 a year 
for an education and it costs the university 
$300 for each one of you. You are objects of 
charity. What are you doing to justify the 
expenditure of this money? The poor man 
of the stockyards district pays taxes to help 
educate you. The millionaire who gives 
money to the universities does not deserve 
all the credit. It isa charity to him to take 
his money. You owe the poor man most. 
What are you going to do to pay your debts? 
A man owes more to his college than to whoop 
football nonsense. I'd like to see you whoop 
up somethizg more worth while. What we 
need is moral. growth, not more money or 
more inventions in the world. If we never 
had another invention in the world for a 
thousand years and progressed morally in- 
stead of physically how great our progress 
would be.”,

INTERESTING TRADE GOSSIP ON ‘CHANGE. | 


With war an actuality and with its ex- 
pected stimulus to cash demand in view 
there was a buying rush in pork yesterday 
which forced an advance of over a dollar 
& barrel in a few minutes, one not often 
équaled in extent. Before the stress of buy- 
ing showed signs of abatement May pork 
was $1.22% over Monday’s close and July 
$1.07% over. With buying off the volume 
necessary to cause such a bulge, a by no 
means common feature of the trade was the 
amount of investment buying which fol- 
lowed the price even to the top. There were 
large buying orders in the hands of several 
houses, said to have their source in London 
and Liverpool. This and other buying was 
presumably on the opening of hostilities be- 
tween Russta and Japan, combined with the 
hog situation. Hogs fell considerably under 
the estimate last week and-continue to do 
80 this week. Last week the average weight 


years, and the quality is said to be poor. 
The popular theory is that little mees pork 
can be made out of such hogs as are arriv- 
ing at the packing centers. There was the 
added influence of a considerable short in- 
terest, sellers having grown bold because of 
the relative dullness of pork, while lard 
was active and’advancing. It is known in 
tne pit that a good many sales of pork re. 
cently were made to hedge purchases of 
lard, An idea of the magnitude of the trade 
may be had from the fact that two private 
wire houses bought 20,000 bris between them, 
and the day’s business was variously esti- 
mated at from 30,000 to 50,000 bris. An order 
to buy 10,000 bris of porkestarted the buy- 
ing stampede, and other orders followed 
thick and fast. Bartlett-Frazier, Sidney C. 
Love, Sterling, Farnum, Raymond, and 
others took varying amounts. Up to $14.15 
the May advance was staid and regular in 
aspect, but from that point to $14.80 the 
bulge came in leaps of 10c with little more 
than 1,500 bris changing hands. Even on 
the extreme advance selling was confined 
almost wholly to scattered holders, and an 
even greater proportion of the buying was 
of the Investment kind than earlier in the 
session. ‘The packers seemingly had little, 
if any, product for sale. A few thought 
that some of the buying might be traced to 
the packers, but this view was based more 
on the magnitude of the buying than on 
anything tangible. 


The St. ‘Louis wheat market again led 
the advance, both cash and May wheat gain- 
ing over 2c. St. Louis advices said there was 
an improvement in the cash demand there 
from millers. At Toledo the price cf No. 2 
red advanced 1\%c to 97%c. Minneapolis re- 
ported a sharp milling demand for all grades 
of wheat, No. 2 northern bringing 91c and 
poor No. 3 spring as high as &87c. ‘The local 
sample market was strong for No. 2 red 
winter, Wisconsin receipts bringing 99c, an 
advance of le for the day. Holders of hard 
winter wheats were asking higher prices, 
but buyers did not follow them. The strength 
of the cash markets everywhere was an im- 
portant help to the speculative advance. 


July wheat sold at the highest point it has 
reached on the recent advance and closed 
there. The general trade is going into the 
July in preference to the May, because there 
is less fear of manipulation, and on the 
theory that if war is to advance the price of 
wheat there is no reason why the July should 
not sell as high as the May, and at a dis- 
count of 8c to 9c it 1s a «more attractive 
purchase. There was some open buying of 
July by Armour also, and also some @pen 
selling of May, as though the May holdings 
were being reduced and the July hedges 
taken off. At the time the July sales were 
made that delivery was at a much narrower 
discount under the May. 


The world’s visible supply of wheat is re- 
ported by Broomhall, and the Daily Trade 
Bulletin jointly at 169,718,000 bu on Feb. 1, 
compared with 173,678,000 bu the correspond- 
ing date last year.

Decrease in northwest interior elevators, 
200,000: bu; Portland, 103,000 bu; Chicago, 
private elevators, 132,000 bu; East St. Louis, 
105,000 bu; Burlington, 84,000 bu. 


Broomhall’s weekly foreign crop summary 
said: ‘‘ United kingdom: Weather last week 
continued extremely wet and unfavorable 
for wheat plant. France, Germany, Hun- 
gary, Italy, and Spain: Another week of un- 
seasonably mild and wet weather. Few com- 
plaints have been received as yet. Russia:

BANES ASKING BETTER RATES 
THAN LAST WEEE. 


Kuhn, Loeb & Co. Announce They Have 
Placed the 850,000,000 Pennsyl- 
vania Loan—It Was Offered Freely 
in Chicago, but the Term of the 
Notes Was Considered Too Long for 
the Rate — Local Traders Did Not 
Help Advance in Stocks. 


Local banks are inclined to charge tirmer 
rates for money, though the demand is not 
such as to make borrowers willing to pay 
quotations obtained before the first of the 
year. It has been noted a number of times 
that the Chicago money market must be 
quoted with a considerable range, for reasons 
frequently indicated. 

Six months time loans were made yester- 
day at 4% percent. This was not at a com- 
mercial institution, but at one of the old 
trust companies. There is no doubt commer- 
cial paper rates have firmed up some, owing 
to the Baltimore fire, and the same occur- 
rence may be used to help as much as may be 
the general money market. — 

Kuhn, Loeb & Co.- announced yesterday 
that they had placed the Pennsylvania $50,- 
000,000 444 per cent loan. Participation in 
this loan was offered freely in Chicago, but 
not so freely accepted. Apparently the 
banks able to take a large portion did not 
care to be tied up with an 18 months loan 
at 4% per cent, although presumably there 
was a commission of some proportions, but 
not large. 

Advance of Yesterday. : 

The‘advance in the stock market yester- 
day was surprising to local commission 
houses. The movement was effectedin Wall 
street, there being no noticeable commission 
buying from the west. 

It is evident that stocks are so much out 
of the hands of the public that manipulation 
is easy. The Baltimore fire and the begin- 
ning of war were not sufficient to depress 
prices, the market being firm and closing 
near the top. -With a large public following, 
such a market would have been impossible 
in the face of such bad news Reports from 
the floor of the exchange were that the ad- 
vance was due to short covering, but the 
course of prices this week has demonstrat- 
ed how little can be reasoned about the 
market movement except as it is taken into 
consideration that stocks are held by a few 
people. When they do not choose to act it 
is a matter of traders bandying prices among 
themselves. 

The western contingent worked up prices 
freely for ten days, and without much trou- 
ble. But with all the fine advances shown 
there followed no public buying, and the ma- 
nipulative deal came to naught, except the 
expense of commissions. 


Swift & Co. Stock All Taken. 

It was officially announced yesterday that 
all of the new issue of $10,000,000 Swift & Co. 
stock had been taken by the shareholders at 
par. The right to subscribe expired Feb. 8.

Canadian Pacific. 

The six months’ surplus of Canadian 
Pacific, amounting to $2,751,783, after divi- 
dends for the last half of the calendar year 
1903, compares with $3,202,007 in the cor- 
responding period of 1902 and $2,756,837 in 
1901. The dividend in the six months of 1902 
was 2% per cent, and was paid on only part 
of the Increase in capital stock. Im 1903 the 
dividend was 3 per cent, and is to be paid on 
the full $84,500,000 of stock. In 1901 the 
dividend was 2% per cent and was paid on 
$60,000,000 of stock. 


Bank of Russia. 

In a statement of the position of the Bank 
of Russia and the Bank of Japan the London 
Statist has the following: . 

“The negotiations between Russia and 
Japan make an examination of the position 
of the Imperial Bank of Russia of special 
interest. On Jan. 21 the Imperial Bank of 
Russia had #£28,800,000 of cash in hand,.of 
which £15,497,000 consisted of gold, £5, 705,000 
of notes, £5,938,000 of silver coin, and £1,7\¥,- 
000 of silver and copper coins of low value, 
Beyond this amount of cash it held £58,643,- 
000 of gold bars, etc., and it possessed a bal- 
ance of £16,807,000 of gold abroad. This lat- 
ter item presumably means the balances of 
the bank in Berlin, Paris, London, and else- 
where, upon which it could draw in gold if 
it desired to do so. e 

“ Including the gold in bars and coin the 
total amount of gold held by the bank, ex- 
clusive of that standing to its credit abroad, 
is £74,144,000, and, inclusive of the foreign 
balances, it amounts to £90,$47,000. On the 
Other hand, the notes in circulation amount 
to £57,204,000. The cash balance of the 
treasury is £35,874,000, out; beyond this 
the sum of £18,427,000 was held by the treas- 
uries as ‘ consignations.’ Should hostilities 
result, the government balances in the bank 
would doubtless be drawn upon to pay for 
supplies of food and other produce secured 
from abroad. 

‘“‘In the first place, these supplies proba- 
bly will be paid for out of the large balance 
of nearly £17,000,000 standing to the credit 
of the Imperial bank in foreign money mar- 
kets. And the actual gold reserves of the 
bank, amounting to a little over £70,000,000, 
would only be drawn upon when these for- 
eign balances were exhausted. In consid- 
ering the possibility of gold exports from 
Russia it has, of course, to be borne in mind 
that the Russian obligations for interest 
abroad are large and that Russia is com- 
pelied to ship a great deal more produce than 
it receives in order to meet its foreign obliga- 
tions. In recent years the excess of exports 
over imports has been kept down to a rela- 
tively low figure by the ability of Russia to 
borrow in the French market for the pur- 
pose of meeting a portion of its interest obli- 
gations. Were Russia unable to borrow for 
a considerable period, a large increase in its 
exports for the purpose of meeting its in- 
terest obligations would be inevitable, unless 
the cash balances abroad were greatly re- 
duced or gold was exported from Russia. 

‘*‘Much uncertainty exists as to how Rus- 
sia would be able to borrow abroad in the 
event of hostilities, and the indications point 
to the probability that the foreign balances 
of the Russian government and of the Im- 
perial bank may have to be drawn upon and 
that possibly gold may be exported. 

Bank of Japan. 

“The stock of gold in Japan Is relatively 
small, and there is not much likelihood of 
any appreciable addition to the supply of 
gold in other countries in consequence of 
gold exports from Japan. Already, steps 
which are likely to discourage imports into 
Japan have been taken, the usual channelin 
London for the sale of merchants’ bills upon 
Japan having been closed. Doubtless other 
channels will be opened. Still, it is expected 
that shipments of goods to Japan other than 
for account of the Japanese government will 
be restricted. 

‘* Moreover, Japan will probably be able 
to borrow abroad the money it will need to 
meet its Interest and other obligations. On 
Dec. 31:last the gold reserve of the Bank of 
Japan was £11,696,000, while the notes in is- 
sue amounted to £23,292,000. At the end of 
1902 the gold reserve of the Bank of Japan 
was only #£7,822,000.""

Wholesale cancellations poured in on the 
Baltimore fire insurance companies yester- 
day, local agents endeavoring to protect their 
‘customers against posstble loss. Agents hav- 
ing policy holders in these companies felt it 
necessary to cancel in the face of indefinite 
information. General Agent Pohliman of the 
Piremen’s of Baltimore wired that the rec- 
ords of the company were burned, and no ade- 
@@mate idea could be gained as to its losses, 
although he believed it has sufficient re- 
sources to meet its obligations. The Security 
of Baltimore sent more hopeful messages, but 
gothing was heard from the Home of Balti- 
more. 

The Liverpool and London and Globe re- 
ceived word that its losses would be $1,000,000, 
which would be paid by draft on the home 

fice, so as not tochange its American assets, 

t has already subscribed $10,000 to the suf- 
ferers. The Royal] received word that its 
losses would be $1,000,000, adjusters now 
being on the ground settling and paying 
losses as rapidly as possible. Secretary 
Rothermel of the Traders’ of Chicago left 
last evening for Baltimore with a force of 
adjusters to settie all the company’s loss in 
cash. The Home of New York has $600,000 
net, and has a large force of men at work in 
Saitimore. The general tendency of the 
companies will be to pay without discount on 
a liberal basis of settlement.

The 
general impression is that other companies 
can well stand the losses, as they are dis- 
tributed in such a manner that no companies 
will be crippled, unless it be seme of the 
small companies taking reinsurance.

The report of the executive committee on the 
subject of reduction of preferred rates for the Chi- 
cago Underwriters’ association was made public 
yesterday, but owing to the Baltimore fire it car- 
ried no weight. Recommendations are made for a 
Sper cent decrease on brick dwellings and from a 
10 to 15 cent decrease on frame dwellings, accord- 
ing to exposures. There {s also a 10 cent decrease 
on flat buildings of three or four stories. On 
churches and schoolhouses a 15 per cent decrease 
can be made, provided improved heating methods 
are used. It is the general impression that this 
effort to decrease preferred rates in Cihcago will 
come to naught.
